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THE 

PREFACE. 

1 . ^nr^HA T Men rcvfle fee and fay all Manner 
g of Evil againft me, that I am become as rt 
•X- were a Monfler unto many, that the Zea- 
lous ofalmofi every Denomination cry out^ Away 
with fuch a Fellow from the Earth : This gives me, *u st& 
regard to my/c/f, no Degree of Uneafinefs. For I htonu 
the Scripture muft be fulJilPd. If they have call'd the 
Matter of the Houfe Beelzebub, how much more them 
of his Houihold ? But it does give me a Concern, i/jitb 
regard to thofe, voho by this Artifice of the Devil, are 
frevented from hearing that Word, whidi is able to favc 
their Souls. 

2. TorthefaMofttefe, and indeed of all voho defire to 
hear the Truth of thofe Things vohich have beenfo vari^ 
oufly related, I have been induc^ d topublijh this farther Ac^ 
count : And I doubt not but it voiif even hence appear, to 
all candid and impartial Judges, That I have hitherto liv'd 
in all good Confcience toward God. 

3. IJhall be eafily excused by thofe nvho either love or 
feek the Lord Jesus in Sincerity, for fpeaking fo largely 
of the Moravian Church, a. City vohich ought to be Cet 
upon an Hill. Their Light hath been too long hid Under 
aBufliel: It is high Time itjhou'dat length break for th^ 
and fo fhine before Men, that others alfo may glorify their 
Father which is in Heaven. 

4. If any Jhou'd ask, " But do you think even this 
Church is perfeSl, without Spot or Wrinkle or any 
fuch Thing?'' I anfvoer plainly, '* No; tho' I truft it 
tiHl be, vohen Patience has had its perfe<5l Work." 

But neither do I think it right, to entertain the World vaith 
the Spots of God'j Children. 

5. It has been farther aikcd^ ** WV>etloer 1 tma^nt 
" God Is to 6e found, only atnon^^htm,\ ^'^ Irt^V^^ *'\^* 
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^' no Means. I tntw then is a God in Eng]aod, und 
" nue need not g§ tofeek Him in firange Landsy I know 
that in our OWN Hi is n/ery nigh unto all that callupon 
him: Jnd therefore I think thofe umwife (to fay no more) 
tvho run to inquire after Him in Holland or Germany. 

6. Whenlnsjentf the Cafe nuas <widely dijferent, God 
had not then made bare 2m Arm hefore us as he hath no^As 
done : Ik a Manner (I qsnll be bold to fay) which had not 
been known either in Holland or Germany, at that Time 
^vhen He fvho ordereth all Things tvi/efyf according to the 
Coun/els of His own IFill, was fleas'* d>by me to open the 
huercourfe betmieen the Engliih and the Moravian Churchy 

7. The particular Reafon which obliged me to relate fo 
■much of the Consuerfation I had with thofe holy Men, it 
this. /» September 1738. when I returned from Ger- 
many, / exhorted all I coiCd to follow after that great 
Salvation, <which is thro" Faith in the Bhidof Christ ;• 
'Waiting for it, in all the Ordinances oif God, and in 
doing Good, as they had Opportunity, to all Men. And 
•many found the Beginning of that Salvation^ being juftified 
freely, halving Peace wiih God thro* Christ, rejoicing 
in Hope of the Glory of God, andbannng His Love 
ihcd abroad in their Hearts. 

8. iB«/ fl^^«/ September 1739, *"^hii^ my Brother and 
Iwere ahfent, certain Men crept in among them unawares, 
greatly troubling and fubverting their Souls : Telling 
them, " Th^ ijoere in a Delufion, that they had deceived 
** thenifelves, and. had no true Faith at all- For (faid 
" they) none has any Jnftifying Faith, who, has ever any 
*• Doubt or Fear (which you knoFW you have) or n^ho has 
** not a Clean Heart, which you know you have not : Nor 
" will you ever have it, tilt you leave off i^ng the .Means 
** of Grace (fo calPd) till you leave off running to Church 
•* and Sacrament, and Fraying and Singing and Reading 
** either the Bilfle, or any other Book. For you can't ufe 
" thi/e Things without WiSdng^ in them. Therefore, till 
** you lectve them off^ you can never have True Faith ; you 
" can never till then truft in the filoodofCHKisT:' 

9. AndThis Do&rinefrom the Beginning to this Day has 
Ar^r /^7XJJb/, as the DoBrine of the Moravian Church. /

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vains from this Afferjion, And the morey hecavfe lam 
Perhaps the only Per/on nonv in England, that both can 
emd will do it. And 1 believe it is the peculiar Pronjidence 
of God that I can *.

From Feb. i, 173^, to Sept. 16, 1738. 

"EEdnesday, Fci. T. Afrer reading Prayen 
S\xr 1^1 ""^ explaining a Portion of Scripture, to 
K W |b| a la^ Company at the Inn, I left Drai, 
I and came in the Evening to Tcvtiflieoit. 
' I here read Prayers end exphin'd the 
zd LeiTon, to a few of thofc who were call'd Chriftiani, 
but were indeed more favage in diejr Behaviour than 
the wHdeft ttidimi I have yet met with. 

fiii. J. I came to Mr. DilamHlt'i at Blenisn, 
where I expected -.: cold Reception. But Goo had 
prepar'd the Way d' I'lre me ; And I no fooncr men* 
don'd my Name, thun I was welcomed in fuch a Man- 
ner, as conftrained me to fay, Sttrtlj Goo is in this 
Plact, and I knew it Ml I BleffiJ hi ye vflbe LoSiD\ Tt 
havtflifwii mmt ISn^ffs to tht iatttr End than at the 

In the Evenii^ I came once more to Limdem, whence 
I had been abfent two Years and near four Months 

Many Reafons I have to blefj God, tho" the DeJign 
I went upon did not take effeft, for aiy having been 
cartied-into tliat Ibange Land, conlraiy to all my pre- 
ceeding Rerolutions. Heftl^ I truft he hath in fomc 
Meafure humkUdnc and fmvtd me, aitdjhewa tneiulwt 
vias in tiiy Httrt. Hereby I have been t»ii.^J>JL, 'Cri t«- 
luare tfMm., Hereby 1 am «»ttit vo V»q-« -^-st^^-i; 
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where Reafon fails, direSl our Paths^ by Lot or by the 
others Means which he knoweth. Hereby I am deli- 
ver'd from tlie Fear of the Sea, which I had both dread- 
ed and abhor'd from my Youth. 

Hereby Cod has given me to kno^ many of his Ser- 
vants, particularly thofe of tlic Church of Hemhutb. 
, Hereby my Pafl'age i^^ypen'd to the Writings of Holy 
Men in the Germany Spamjh and Italian Tongues. I 
hope too fo'. e Good may come to others hereby. All 
in Georgia have hear4 the Word of God. Some have 
believ'c^ and began to run well. A few iSteps have been 
taken towards publilhing the Glad Tidings both to the 
African and American Heathens." Many Children have 
leam'd Hoi/j they ought tofer^ve God, and to be ufeful to 
their Neighbour. And thoie whom it moft concerns 
have an Opportunity of knowing the true State of their 
infant Colony, and laying a firmer Foundation of Peace 
and Happinefs to many Generations. 

Sat. 4. I told my Friends fome of the Reafons, 
which a little haften'd my Return to England, They all 
agreed, it wou'd be proper to relate them to the Truf- 
tees of Georgia, 

Accordingly the next Mornirj.^ I waited on Mr. Ogle- 
thorpCy but had not Time to fpeak on that Head. In 
the Afternoon I was defir'd to preach at St. John the E^ 
'vangelijVs, I did fo on thofe ftrong Words, If any Man 
he in Chrifty he is a new Creature. I was afterwards in- 
formed. Many of the Beft in the-PuyiJh <werefo offended, 
that I r/jas not to preach there aity more. 

Mond. 6. I vifited many of my old Friends, as well 
as mOil of my Relations. I find the Time is not yet 
come when I am to be hated of all Men, O may I be 
prepared for that Day! 

Tu^fd. 7. (A Day much to be remembered) at the 
Houfe of Mr. PVeinantXy a Dutch Merchant, I met 
Peter B'6hlery SchuliuSy Richer ai.d Wenfel Neifer, juft 
then landed from Gcrma?iy, Finding they had no Ac- 
quaintance in England, I ofFer'd to procure them a 
Lodging, and didfo near Mr. /f«//(?«!8, where I then 
wns. AvA from this Time I did not wDlingly lofe any 
' Oppr^r^unky of co^tttimR with them, w\a\c V ftA>j*d

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PTedftefJay 8. I went to Mr. Oglethorpe again, but 
had no Opportunity of fpeaking as I defign'd. After- 
wards I waited on the Board of Truilees, and gave 
them a fhort but plain Account of the State of the Co- 
lony : An Account, I fear, not a little differing from 
thofe, which they had frequently received before : And 
for which I have Reafon to believ^ fome of them have 
not forgiven me to this Day. 

Bund. 1 2. I preach'd at St. AndrevS'sy Holborriy on 
** though I gi've all /«y Goods to feed the Poor^ and thd* 

I gi've my Body to be burtCdy and hanje not Charity, 

it profit eth me nothing. " O hard Mayings! JVho 
tan bior them ? Here too (it feems) I am to preach 
no more; ' 

Wedn, 15. I waited on the Truftecs again, and 
gave them in Writing the Subftance of what I had faid 
at the laft Board. Whatfoever farther Queftions they 
askM concerning the State of the Province, I likewife 
anfwer'd to the bell of my Knowledge. 

Frid. 17. I fet out for Oxford with Peter Bhler, 
where we were kindly received by Mr. Sarney^ the only 
one now remaining here, of many who at our embark- 
ing for America^ were ufed to takefivett Counfel together ^ 
ai^d rejoice in bearing the Reproach of Chrift, 

Sat. 18. We went to Stanton-Harcourt, to Mr. 
Gamboldy and found my old Friend recovered from his 
Myfiick .Deluiion, and convinced that St. Paul was % 
better Writer than either I'auler or Jacob Bebme. — — 
The next Day I preach'd once more at the Caftle (in 
Oxford) to a numerous and ferious Congregation. 

All this Time I convers'd much with Peter Bchler^ 
but I underftood him not : And leaH of all when he 
faid ** Mi frater^ my frater^ excoquenda eft ifta tua 
^* Philofiphia. '• (My Brother, my Brother, That 
Philofophy of yours muft be purged away.) 

Mond 20. I retumM to London, On Tu^day I 
preach'd at Great St. Helen's, on. If ettty Man ,nvill 
come mfker me^ ht him deny himfelf and take up bis Cnfs 
daily imifoUem mi.

Sufiifay 26, I prcach'd at Six at St. Laivrence^s $ 
at Ten, in St, Katberine*s Creed-Church ; and in the 
Afternoon, at St, j ohn's Wapping, I believe it pieas'd 
God to blefs the firft Sermon mo^- becaufe it gave mofl 
Offence ; being indeed an open Defiance of that Myftery 
of Iniquity which the World calls Prudence: Grounded 
on thofe Words of St. Paul to the Galatians ; As many 
as dejire to make a fair Sho^w in the Flejhj they confirain 
you to be circumcifedy only leafi they Jhould fuffer Perfect 
t ion for the Crofs of Chrift, 

Mond, 27. 1 t<A: Coach for Salisbury^ and had 
feveral Opportunities of converfing ferioufly with my 
Fellow-Travellers. But endeavouring to mend the 
Wifdom of God by the worldly Wifdom of pre^cing 
Serious with Light Converfation, and afterwards fol- 
lowing that Advice of the Myfii^ksy Leave them to them* 
felves, all I had faid was written on the Sand. Lord, 
lay not this Sin to my Charge ! 

Tuefd. 28. I faw ray Mother once more. The next 
Day 1 prepar'd for my Journey to my Brother at 77- 
werton. But on Thurfday Morning, March 2d, a Mef- 
fage 7hat fny Brother Charles ^was dying at Oxford, 
obliged me to fet out for that Place immediately. Cal- 
ling at an odd Houfe in the Afternoon, I found feveral 
Perfons there, who feemed Well-wifliers to Religion, 
to whom I fpake plainly ; as I did in the Evenii^, 
both to the Servants and Strangers at my Inn. 

With Regard to my own Behaviour, I now renewed 
2Xii wrote down my former Refolutions. 

1. To ufe abfolute Opennefs and Unreferve, with 
all I (hould converfe with. 

2. To labour after continual Serioufnefs, not wil 
lingly indulging myfelf, in any the Icaft Levity of Be- 
haviour, or in Laughter, no not for a Moment. 

3. To fpcak no Word which does not tend to the 
Glory of God, in particular, not a Tittle of Worldly 
Things. Others may, nay muil. But what is that to 

t/iee/ And m 

^' To uJce norlttSvace which docs not ttiAto ^^ 
'^loryr of God i thanking God cvety Moineia iot ^ 
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1 60 take, and therefore rejecting every Sort and De* 
gree of it which I feci I cannot fo tliank him in and 
fir. 

Sat, 4. I found my Brother at Oxford, recovering 
from his Pleuriiy ; and wkh him Peter Bhler: By 
whom (in the Hand of the Great God) I was on Sun- 
elay the ^tb clearly convinced of Unbelief, of the Want 
of that Faith fjuhereify alone nve arefa*ved. 

Immediately it flruck into my Mind " Leave off 
** Preaching. How can you preach to others, who 
** have not Faith yourfelf? '' I afk'd B.hlery whe- 
ther he thought I (hould leave it off, or not ? He an- 
fwer*d, " By no Means. '* I alj^d, ** But what can 
" I preach? " He feid, " Preach Faith, V/7/ you 
** have it, and then, hccaufe you have.it, you nji:ill 
« preach Faith. " 

Accordingly, Mmday 6, I began preaching this new 
Dodh-ine, tho' my Soul ftarfed back from the Work. ' 
The firft Perfon to whom I offer'd Salvation by Faith 
alone y was a Prifoner under Sentence of Death. His 
•Name was Clifford. Peter B.bler had many Times 
defired me to fpeak to liim before. But I could not 
prevail on myfelf fo to do ; being flili (as I had been 
many Years) a zealous Afierter of the ImpoJJibility of a 
Death-bed Repentance, 

Frid. 10. Peter Bohler return 'd to London, Tucf. 
15. I fet out for Mancheftery with Mr. Kinchiny Fel- 
low of Corpus Chriftiy and Mr. Fox^ late a Prifoner in 
the City Prifon. Between 5 and 6, we callM at Chap- 
pel on the Heathy where lived a poor Man, fometime 
Prifoner in the Caftle of Oxford, He was not at Home j 
but his Wife came to us, to whom Mr. Kinchin fpoke 
a few Words, which fo melted her Heart, that ihe 
burd out into Tears, and we went on rgolcing and 
praifmg God. 

About 8,* it being rainy and very dark, we loft our 
Way; but before 9, came to Shipfion, having rode 
over, I know not how, a narrow Poot-bridge, which 
lay acrofs a deep Ditch near the Town. Mvw ^xs:^-^^ 
I read Prayers to the People of tVic ^xi» ^sA ^"«^-8»s^ ^ 
the zd LeSbn ; I hope not in. vain** ^^y.

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The next Day >\e dined at Birmingham, and (bon 
after we left it, were reproved for our Negligence there 
(in letting thofe who attended us go, without either 
Exhortation or Inflni|tton) by a fevere Shower of Hail. 
At Hedgeford, about 5, we endeavoured to be more 
fnithful; and all who heard feemM ferious and af- 
feded. 

In the Evening we came to Stafford, The Mi^eft 
of the Houfe joined with us in Family-Prayer. The 
next Morning, one of the Servants appeared deeply 
afFefted, as did the Oftler before we went. Soon after 
Breakfaft, ftepping into the Stable, I fpake a few Words 
to thofe who were(]Qiere. A Stranger who heard me^ 
faid, Sir, I luijh I was to tra*vel ixjith you. And when 
I went into the Houfe followed me, and began abruptly. 
Sir J I belienjeyou are a good Man, and I come to tell you 
a little of my Life, The Tears flood in his Eyes all 
the Time he fpoke ; and we hoped not a Word which 
was faid to him was loft. 

At Ne^cajile, whither we came about ten, fomt 
' to whom we fpoke at our Inn, were y^ry attentive 1 
but a gay young Woman that waited on us, quite un- 
concerned : However we fpoke on. When we went 
away, fhe fix'd her Eyes, and neither mov'd nor faid 
one Word, but appeared as much allonifh^d as if fhe 
had feen, one rifen from the Dead. 

Coming to Holms -Cbappel about three, we were 
furprized at being fhewn into a Room« where a Cloth 
and Plates were laid. Soon after, two Men came in 
to Dinner. Mr. Kinchin told them, " If they pleas'd, 
•* That Gentleman would afk a filefling for them. " 
I'hey flared^ and as it 'were confented) but fat Hill 
while I did it, one of them with his Hat on. We 
began to fpeak on turning to God, and went on, tho^ 
they appwed utterly regardlefs. After a while their 
Countenances changed, and one of them flole off his 
Hat, and laying it down behind him (aid, ** All we 
**' faid was true ; but he had been a grievous Sinner, 
*' and not confider'd it as he ought: But he was re- 
" folv'd, with God's Help, now to turn to him in' 
'' earned. *\ We exhorted him and Y\ja Comv«M«»* 
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wha now Ekewife drank in every Word, To cry migh- 
tily to G0D9 that be would fendH hem Help from bis Holy 
Place, 

Being &int in the Evenings I called at Altringbami 
and there light upon a ^uaker^ wtU fkilPd in, and 
therefore (as I foon found) I'ufiiciently fond of Contro- 

■ vcrfy. After an Hour fpent therein (perhaps not in 
vain) I advifed him, ** To difpute as little as poflible, 
** but rather follow after Holinefs, and walk humbly 
** with his God. 

Late at Night we reached Mancbefter. Friday the. 

■ 17 tb, we fpent intirely with Mr. Clayton, by whom,, 
and rhe reft of our Friends her^^e were much refrefh- 
cd and ftrengthen'd. Mr. H(Mr, the Redor of St. 
Ann^s Church being taken ill the next Day, on Sunday^ 
19, Mr. Kincbinsind I officiated at ^i7^r^ Chappel iii 
the Morning, by which Means Mr. Cl^^ton was at 
Liberty to perform the Service at St, Arm\ : And in 
the Anemnon, I v reached there on thofe Words of St. 
Pauly If any Man be in Cbrift, be is n ntnx) Creature, 

Early in the Morning we left. Mancbefier, taking with- 
us Mr. KincbitCs Brother, for whom we came, to be 
cnter'4 at Oxford. We were fully determined to loTe 
no Opportunity of awakening,, inibui^ing, or exhort- 
Mig> any whom we might meet with in our Journey. 
At Kmitjford, where we firft ftop'd, all we fpake to, 
thanlcfully received the Word of Exhortation. But at 
fVz/i in-tbe Hilly where we dined, Ihe with whom we 
were, was fo much of a Gentlewoman, that for near 
an Hour our Labour feemed to be in vain. However 
we fpoke on. Upon ^ fudden, fhe looked as one juft 
awaked out of 'Sleep. Every Word funk into her 
Heart. Nor have I feen fo intire a Change both in 
the Eyes, Face and Manner of fpeaking, of any one 
in fo fhort a Time, 

About 5, Mr. Kincbin riding by a Man and Woman

man." We ftay'd, and when they came up, be- 
gan to fearch one anodier's Hearts. They came to us 
again in the Evening, at our Inn at Stone, when I ex- 
plained both to them and many of their Acquaintance 
who were come together, that great Truth, " Godli- 
*' ne/s hiUh the Promife both of this Lifey and if that 
** <which is to come, ". 

Tuef. 21. Between 9 and 10 we came to Hedgeford: 
Juft then, one was giving an Account of a young Wo- 
man, who had dropt down dead there the Day before. 
This gave us a fair Occaiion to exhort all that were prc- 
fent, fo to Number t^Lr own Days that they might appfy 
their Hearts unto W^mm, 

In the Afternoon one overtook us, whom we foon 
found more inclined to fpeak than to hear. However 
we {poke, and fpared not. In the Evening we overtook 
a young Man, a Quaker, who afterwards came to us, 
to our Inn at Henley , whither he fent for the reft of his 
Family, to join with us in Prayer : To which I added, 
as ufual, the Expofition of the 2d LeiTon. Our other 
Companion went with us a Mile or two in the Morning, 
and then not only fpoke lefs than the Day before ; hvLt 
took in good Part a ferious Caution aga&ft Talkativenefs 
ind Vanity. 

An Hour after we were overtook by an elderly Gen- 
tleman, who faid, ** He was going to enter his Son at 
" Oxford^ Weaik'd, " At what College?" He faid 
•* He didn't know : Having no Acquaintance there on 
** whofe Recommendation he could depend." After 
fome Converfation, he cxpreft a deep Senfe of the good 
Providence of God, and told us, " He knew God 
** had caft us in his Way, in Anfwer to his Prayer. " 
In the Evening we reachM Oxford^ rejoicing in our 
having recciv'd fo many frefh Inftances of that great 
Truth, In ail thy Wirys acknowledge Htm, and HeJhaU 
direa thy Paths, 

Thurf 23. I met Peter Bhhr again, who now a- 

mazed me more and mor^, by the Account he gave of 

the Frmts of Living Faith, the Holinefs and Happinefs 

lyJjjch he aiinn'd to attend it.

I preack'd at Wbitam on the nrw Crta* 
turiy and went in the Evening to a Society in Oxfordy 
where (as my Manner then was at a]} Societies] after 
ding a Colledi or two and the Lord's Pkayer, I expoun* j| 
ded a Chapter in, the New Teftament, and concluded 
with three or four more Colkds and a Pfahn. 

Mond. 27. Mr. Aif/rc^i;r went with me to the Caftle, 
where, after reading Prayers and preaching, on It is 
appointed for all Men once to die, we pray'd with the 
. condemned Man, firft in feveral Forms of Prayer, and 
then in fuch Words as were give n us in that Honr. He 
kneePd down in much Hea>li|fs and Confufion, hav* 
ing no Rift in his Bones by Reafon of his Sins, After a 
Space he rofe up, and eagefly faid, / am now read^ to 
die. 1 know Christ has taken ofway my Sins, and then 
is no more Condemnation for me. The fame compofed 
Chearfuhiefs he (hewed,, when he was carried to Exe- 
cution : And m his laft Moments he was the fame, en« 
joying a pcrfe^ Peace, in Confidence that he was ac* 
cepted in the Belcfvcd. 

Sat. Jpril I. Being at Mt. Fox*s Society, my Heart 
was fo full that I could not coaHne myfelf to the Forms 
of Prayer, which we were accuftpined ta ufe theye. 
Neither do I propofe to be confined' to th^ any more ;; 
but to pray indi^erently, with a Form or witnout, as 
I may find fuitable to particular Occafions. 

Sund. 2. Being Eafter-Dayy I ]^reach*d in our Col- 
lege-Chappel> on 7ke Hour cometh and notv is, ivheft 
the Deadjba/I hear the Foice of the Son of God, and 
they that hear Jkall lime, I preached in the Afternoon 
firfl at the CafUe, and then at Carfay on the fame 
Words. I tte the Promife. But it is afar off. 

Believing it weuU be better for me to waat for the 
AccomplifluAent of it in Silence and Retirement, on 
Mondy. 3. I complied with Mr. Kinchin's Defire, and 
went to him at Dimmer in Hamp/hire. But I was not 
fuffer'd tpflay here long \ being eamedly prefl to come 
. up to London y if it were only for «^Ctva'^^\» '^^jss^^sx 
therefore I returned, on Ttu/, \%tb*. 

Saf. 2U I met Peter Bofcbr otvcexaox^^ "^^ v^ 
MO Objcaioa to what he fei^ ot >ia«s^ ^^^w^' "^^ ^ 
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v/a:. That it is (to ufe the Words of our Church) A 
Jure Trufi and Confidence ixihich a Man hath in GoD, that 
threi* the Merits of Christ his Sins are firgifven, and he 
reconciled to the Favour of Goj>, Neither could I detoy 
either the H^ypinefs or Holinefs which he defcribed, 
t^Rs Fruits of tins living Faith. The Spirit itfelf beareth 
Witnefs ivith our Spirit that twe are the Children of God: 
And, He that heiieveth hath the Witnefs in himfelf fully 
convinced me of the former : As, WhatJoe<ver is bom 
of God, tbith not commit Sin ; and Whofoever helienjeth^ 
is born of God, did of the latter. But I could not 
comprehend what he fpoke of an inftantaneous Work, 
I could not underftan4^how this Faith (hould be given 
in a Moment ; How Jftan could at once be thus tumM 
from Darknefs to Light, from Sin and Mifery to Righ- 
teoufncfs and Joy in the Holy Ghoft. I fearched the 
Scriptures again, touching this very Thing,, particularly 
the ABs of the Apofilei : But, to my utter Aftoniftunent^ 
found fcarce any Inftances there of other than inftanta-- 
neous Converfions ; fcarce any other fo flow as that of 
St. Paul, who was three Days in the Pangs of the New 
Birth. I had but One Retreat left ; «i;j«. " Thus^ I 
** grant Gon wrought in thefirfi Ages of Chriftianity : 
** But the Times are changed. What Reafon have I 
** to believe, he works in the fame Manner now ? '* 

But on Sund, 22. I was beat out o£ this Retreat too^ 
by the concurring Evidence of feveral living Witneffes ^ 
who teflified God had thus ^wrought inThemfelijes ; giving 
^em in a Moment, fuch a Faith in the Blood of his. 
Son, as tranllated them out of Darknefs into Light, 
out of Sin and Fear into- Holinefs and Happinefs. 
Here endled my difputing. I could now only cry out^ 
•* Lord help thou my Ukbtlief! 

' I afkM F. Bohler again,. **^ Whether I ought not 
•* to refrain from tcachhig others ?-'* He faid,. "No;. 
** Donot.hiiie IH the Earth the Talent God hath given 
**• you. "' Accordingly on Tuef, 25, I fpoke clearly 
and fully at 1^ tendon- to Mr. Delamotte's Family, of the. 
Nature and Fruirs of Faith. Mr. Broughtom and my 
5jotLer were there. Mr. j?A"«jf^/<?»i*s great Objection 
maj^ J/d'^u/dxifuer tinuk that I bad not Faitb^ 'whohadk 
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mi fuffer'dfuch Things. My Brother was very angry^ 
and told me / did not know njchat Mi/chief I had dom 
fy talking thus. And indeed it did pleale God then to 
kindle a Fire, which I truft ftiall never be extinguifli'd. 

On IFedn, 2 1 . The Day fix'd for mx Return to Ox- 
fird^ I once more waited on the TruftCes for Georgia : 
But being ftraiten'd for Time, was obliged to leave the 
Papers for them, which I had defigned to give into 
their own I.'ands. One of thefe was the Inftrument 
whereby they had appointed me Miniiler of Savannah; 
which, having no more Place in thofe Parts, I thought 
it not right to keep any longer. 

P, Bohler walkM with me ^ipN Miles, and exhorted 
me, not to Hop ihort of the Grace of God. At Gerrardi 
Crofs I plainly declared to thofe whom God gave into my 
Hands, Tht Faith as it is in Jesus: As I did next Day 
to a young Man I overtook on the Road, and in tbe 
Evening to our Friends at Oxford. A flrange Doft- 
rine, wnich fome, who did not care to contradidt, yet 
knew not what to make of i but one or two, who 
were thro*ly bruised by Sin, willingly heard, and re- 
ceived it gladly. 

In the Day or two following, I was much confirmed 
in the Truth that is after Godlinefsj by hearing the Ex- 
periences of Mr. Hutchins of Pembroke College) and 
Mrs. Fox: Two living WitneiTes, that God can (at 
leaft, if He does not always) give that P'aith whereof 
Cometh Salvation in a Moment, as Lightning filing 
fh)m Heaven. 

Mond, May I . The Return of my Brother's Illneft 
obliged me again to hallen to London, In the Evening 
I found him at James Hutton\ better as to his Health, 
than I expefted ; but ftrongly averfe from what he call*d 
The New Faith. 

This Evening oar little Society beean, which after- 
wards met in J^^/ane. Our fundamental Hbles were

Will you be entirely ^pen, ufing no kind of Re- 
ferve ? Have you any Oojedtion to any of our Orders ? 
(whiqii may then be read.) 

7. That when any new Member 's propofed^ every 
one prefent fpeak clearly and freely whatever Obje£tioa 
he has to him. 

8. That thofe againfl whom no reafonable Obje^on 
appears, be in order for their Trial, form'd into one, 
or more diitin6l,2ands, and fome Perfon agreed on to 
aflifl them. 

9. That after two Months Trial, if no Objedtion 
then appear, they be admitted into the Society. 

10. That every ^onttYi Saturdcy be obferved, as a 
Day of general Incerceffion. 

II.' That on the Sundty fcycn-night following, be 
a general Love-feaft, from 7 till 10 in the Evening. 

1 2. That no particular Member be allowed to a6l in 
any thing, contrary to any Order of the Society : And 
that if any Perfons, after being thrice admonifliM, do 
not conform thereto, they be not any longer edeem'd as 
Members. '■ 

Wcdnef, 3. My Brother had a long and particular 
Cohveflation with Feter Bobler. And it now pleafed 
God to open his Eyes ; fo that he alfp &w clearly, what 
was the Nature of that one. True Lmng Faith, where- 
by alone, thro* Grace, nve arifiwtd. 

7hurfd. 4. Peter Bohltr left London in Order to im-^ 
Jbarlc for ti^vA'jra. O what a Work hath God begun, 
^/rce Jus conung lAto Efig/andl Such an otvc a& ftoSViMfe- * 
^rcometosakBjod^ tiU Heaven and Eaxthi^^a'NVf.. 
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Friday and Saturday^ I was at B/enden, They now 
heliea^'d our Report, O may the Arm of the Lord be 
fpcedily revealed unto them ! 

Sund, 7. I preach'd at St. Lawrence* s in the Morn- 
ing; and afterwards at St. Katherine'*s Creed-Church. I 
was enabled to fpeak flrong Words at both ; and was 
therefore the lefs furpriz'd at being informed, / ^as not 
to preach any more in cither ofthofe Churches. 

Tue/d. 9. I preach'd at Great St. Hel/ens, to a ve- 
ry numerous Congregation, on He that J^ared not his o<wft 
Son but delivered him up for us all ho*w Jhall he not nvith 
him alfo freely give us all Things ? My Heart was now fo 
enlarged, to declare the Love eft God, to all that were 
oppreft by the Devily that I did not wonder in the Jpaft, 
when I was afterwards told, " Sir, you mujl preach 
here no more?'' 

Wedn. 10. Mr. Stonehoufe Vicar of IJlington, was 
convinced o( the Truth as it in Jefus. From this Time 
till Saturday 1 3. I was forrowful and very heavy; 
being neither able to read, nor meditate, nor fing, nor 
pray, nor do any Thing. Yet I was a little refrelh'd 
by Peter Bohler^s Letter, which I infert in his own 
Words.

Sund, 14. I preached in the Morning at St. Ann'^ 
Alderfgatt ; and in the Afternoon at the Sa'voy Chap- 
pel, Free Salvation by Faith in the Blood of Christ. 
I was quickly apprized. That, at St. AnrCi likewifc, 
I am to preach no more. 

So true did I find the Words of a Friend, wrote 10 
my Brother about this Time. 

** I have feen upon this Occafion, more than ever 
I could have imagined, how intolerable the Doftriiie 
of Faith is to the Mind of Man ; and how peculiai'ly 
intolerable to Religious Men. One may fay the moil 
Unchriilian Things, even do^m to Deifm 5 the moll: 
Enthufiafiick Things, fo they proceed but upon Men- 
tal JRfi^^QucSy l«ights and Unions ; the mod fevcrc 
ThfegsV'e^pen the-whole Rigour of Afcetick Mortifica- 
tion: And all this will be forgiven. But if ybu fpeak 
of Faith in fuch a Manner as makes Christ a Saviour 
to the utmofl, a moft univerfal Help and Refuge ; in 
fuch a Manner a:: takes away glorying, but adds Hap- 
pinefs to wretchci Man; as difcovers a greater Pollu- 
tion in the beft of us, than we could before acknow- 
ledge, but brings a greater Deliverance from it than we 
could before expe«5l : If any one offers to talk at tliis 
Rate, he (hall be heard with the fame Abhorrence, as if 
he was going to rob Mankind of their Salvation, their 
Mediator, or their Hopes of Forgivenefs. I am per- 
fuaded that a Montanifi or a No'vation, who from the 
the Height of his Purity ihould look down with Con- 
tempt upon poor Sinners, and ftX!c\»«^ \Jcvewv Sxwsv. ^S^.

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thor of It, to be a Friend of Publicans and Siraiers, 
and to iit down upon the Level with them^ as foon as 
they begin to repent. '* 

** But this is not to be wondered at. For all Re- 
ligious People* have fuch a Quantity of Righteoufnefs, 
acquired by mucn painful Exercife, and formed at laft 
into current Habits ; which is their Wealth, both for 
this World and the next. Now all other Schemes of 
Religion, are either fo complaifant, as to tell them, 
they are very rich, and have enough to triumph in : 
Or elfe only a little rough, but friendly in the main, ^by 
telling them, their Riches are not yet fufficient, but hy 
fuch Arts of Self-denial, and mental Refinement, they 
may enlarge the Stock. But the Dodrine of Faith is 
a downright Robber. It takes away all this Wealth, 
and only tells us, it is depofited for us with fome Body 
elfe, upon whofe Bounty we muft live like mere Beg- 
gars. Indeed they that are truly Beggars, vile and 
filthy Sinners 'till very lately, may floop to live in this 
dependent Condition t It fuits them well enough. Bat 
they who have long difUnguilhed themfelves from the 
Herd of vicious Wretches, or have even gone beyond 
Moral Men ; for them to be tx)ld, that they are either 
not fo well, or but the fame needy, impotent, iniigni- 
ficant VefTels of Mercy, with the others : This is more 
fhocking to Reafon, than 'J>anfubflantiation. For Rea- 
fon had rather refign its Pretenfions to judge what is 
Bread or Flefh, than have this Honour wrefted from it 
to be the Archited of Virtue and Righteoufnefs. But 
where am I running ? My Defign was only to give you 
warning, that wherever you go, tbis Foolijhnefs ojprea- 
chi?ig will alienate Hearts from you, and open Mouths 
againft you.*^ 

Friday 1 9. My Brother had a fecond Return .of his 

Pleurify. A few of us fpent Saturday Night in Prayer. 

The next Day, being IVhitfunday, after hearing Dr. 

Heylin preach a truly Chriftian Sermon (on, ney tuere

I preach'd at St. John's IVafping at 2, and at St. Ben- 
netts , PauPs Wharfs in the £vening. At thefe Cliurches 
likcwife I am to preach no more. At St. Antholin\ I 
preach' d, on the ^hurfda^ following. 

Monday y ^uefday and Wednefday^ I had continual 
Sorrow and Heavinefs in my Heart, Sqmething of 
wJiich I defcribed, in the broken Manner I was able, 
m the following Letter to a Freind. 

" O why is it, that fo great, fo wife, fo holy a God, 
" will ufe fuch an Inftrument as me! Lord, let the Dead 
" hut-y their Dead! But wilt thou fend the J)ead to raife 
** the Dead? Yea, thou fendcft whom thou ov/// fend, 
" and fhcwcft Mercy by whom thou at/// fliew Mercy ! 

Amen! Be it then according to thy Will! If thou 

fpeak the Word, Judas (hall caft out Devils. 

I feel what you fay (though not enough) for I am 
**^ under the fame Condemnation. I fee that the whole 
" Law of God is Holy, Jurt and Good. I know every 
" Thought, every Temper of my Soul, ought to bear 
** God's Lnage and Superfcription. But how am I faT- 
** len from the Glory of God ! I feel, that I am fold 
" wider Sift, I know, that I too dcferve nothing but 
" Wrath, being full of all Abominations : And having 
" no good thing in me, to atone for tliem, or to re- 
'* move the Wrath of God. All my Works, my Righ- 
** teoufnefs, my Prayers, need an Atonement for theni- 
" felves. So that my Mouth is ftop'd. I have nothing 
** to plead. God is Holy, I am unholy. God is a 
" coniuming Fire. I am altogether a Sinner, meet to 
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faying. Believe and thou Jhalt he/aved. He that be- 
lienjetby is paffed frofn Death unto Life, God fj lo' 
ved the World that he ganje his only begotten Son th^t 
*whofoe<ver^,bclieveth on hiniy jhaM, not ^r\]b, Wt \ia?>^<s.

'' O /et no one deceive us by >i^vcs.^o^K^ ^^

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** know. Do we already feel Peace wth God, and 
" 7(7y in the Holy Ghoft? Does his Sfirit hear Wknefs 
f/ith our Spirit y that ive are the Children ofGon ? A- 
las, with mine he does not. Nor, I fear with yours. 
O thoa Saviour of Men, fave us from trufting in any 
Thing but fheel Draw us after Thee? Let us Lnb 
emptied of ourfelves, and then fill us with all Peace 
and Joy in believing, and let nothing feperate us ^m 
thy Love, in Time or in Eternity I" 
What occur'd on Weinef, 24, I think beft to relate 
at large, after premiiing what may make it the better 
underflood. Let him that cannot receive it, afkof the 
Father of Lights, that he would give more Light to him 
and me. 

1 . I believe, till I was about ten Years old, I had 
not finnM away that Wajhing of the Holy Ghoft which 
was given me in Baptifm, having been ftridUy edu- 
cated and carefully taught, that 1 could only be faved 
by ttniverfal Obedience, by keeping all the Commandmgnts 
(j/'GoD ; in the Meaning of which I was diligently in- 
Ih-ufted. And thofe Inf^dlions„ fo far as they rcfpedl- 
cd Outward Duties and Sins, I gladly received, and of- 
ten thought of. But all that was faid to me of Inward 
Obedience, or Holinefs, I neither underflood nor rc- 
member'd. So that I was indeed as ignorant of the true 
Meaning of the Law, as I was of the Gofpel ofChrift. 

2, The next 6 or 7 Years were fpent at School : 
Where "Outward Reftraints being removed, I was much 
more negligent than before even of Outward Duties, and 
almoft continually guilty of Outward Sins, which I knew 
to be fuch, tho' they were not fcandalous in the Eye 
of the World. However I ftill read the Scriptures, and 
faid my Prayers, Morning and Evening. And what I 
now hoped to be faved by, was, i. Not being fo bad as 
ether People. 2, Having ftill a Kindnefs fir Religion. 
And 3. Reading the Bible, going to Church, and faying 
my Prayers, 

J. Being removcA to the Univerfity, for fivt Years, 
I/lJII faid my Pmyers both in Publick awi mVimxt^ 
nd read with the Scriptures fevcral other Boo>k& o£ ^t- 
■^Qo, e/pecially Cojnments on the New Tt»»a»wvx 
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Yet I had not all this while fo much as a Notion of 
Inward Holinefs ; na^, went on habitually and (for the 
moll Part) very conientedly, in fome or other known 
Sin : Indeed with fome Intermiflions and fhort Strug- 
gles, efpecially before and after the Holy Communion, 
which I was obliged to receive thrice a Year. 1 can- 
not well tell, what 1 hoped to be faved by now, when 
I was continually fmning againd that little Light I had : 
Unlefs by thofe tranfient Fits of what many Divines 
taught me to call Repentance, 

4. Wiien I was about 22, my Father prcft me to 
enter into Holy Orders. At the fame Time the Pro- 
vidence of God direding me to Kempu% Chrtjiian Pat- 
Urn, I began to fee, that true Religion was feated in 
the Heart, and that God's Law extended to all our ^ 
Thoughts as well as Words and Adlions. I was how- 
ever very angry at Kempisy for being too JiriSl, tho' I 
read him only in Dean Stanhope^ s Tranflation. Yet I 
had frequently much fenfible Comfort in reading Jiim, 
fuch as I was an utter Stranger to before: And meeting 
Ukewife with a religious Friend, which I had never had 
'till now, I began to alter the whole Form of my Con- 
verfation, and to fet in Earneft upon a New Life, I fet 
apart an Hour or two a Day for religious Retirement. 

I communicated every Week. I watchM againft all. 
Sin, whether in Word or Deed. I began to aim at 
and pray for Inward Holinefs. So that now, doing fa. 
much, and Having fo good a Life, 1 doubted not but I 
was a good ChriHian. 

5. Removing foon after to another College, I exe- 
cuted a Refolution, . which I was before convinced was 
of the utmolt Importance^ (baking off at once all my 
trifling Acquaintance. I began to fee more and more 
the Value of Time. I apply 'd myfeif clofcr to Study. 
I watch'd more carefully againft adual Sins ; I advifcd. 
others to be religious, according to that Scheme of Re- 
ligion, by which I model'd my own Life. But meeting, 
now with Mr.Z'^pw's Chrifiian PerfeSlion and Serious Call^ 
(altho' I was much offended at nvaccv^ "^-ax^ ^sR. V^s^-* 
yet) they coiiVinced me more v\\aivevet^ <ii^ ^^c^& ^WR-^r 
ing^Hcight andBrcadth and Dt^x.\i o^ iiwe^Va.^ ^"^"^^ 
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The Light flowM in fo mightily upon my Soul, that 
every Thing appeared in a new View, I cried to God 
for Help, and refolved not to prolong the Time of o- 
beying him as I had never done ^fore. And by my 
continued Endea*vour to keep bis nvhole Law, Inward and 
Outward, to the utmoft of nvf Power, I was perfuaded, 
that I (hould be accepted of him, and that I was even 
then in a State of Salvation. 

6. In 1730. I began vifiting the Prifons^ affifting 
the Poor and Sick inTown, and doing what other «>odI 
could by my Prefence or my little Fortune to the Bodies 
and Souls of all Men. To this End I abridg'd myfelf 
of all Superfluities, and many that are call'd Necel&ries 
of Life. I foon became a By-Word for fo doing, and 
I rejoiced that pty Name ijuas cafi out as EmiL The 
next Spring I began obferving the Wednefday and Friday 
Falls, commonly obferved in the Antient Church; tail- 
ing no Food *till Three in the Afternoon. And now 
I knew not how to go any further. I diligently ftroye 
againft all Sin. I omitted no Sort of Self-deniad which 
I thought lawful : I carefully ufed, both in publick and 
in private, all the Means of Grace at all Opportunities. 
I omitted no Occafion of doing Good. I for thatRea- 
fon fufFered Evil. And all this I knew to be nothing, 
unlefs as it was directed toward Inward Holinefs. Ac- 
cordingly this, the Image of God, was what I aimM 
at in all, by doing his Will, not my own. Yet when 
after continuing fome Years in this Courfe, I apprehend- 
ed myfelf to be near Death, I could not find that all this 
gave me any Comfort, or any Affurance of Accep- 
tance with God. At this I was then not a little fur- 
prized ; not imagining I had been all this Time build- 
mg on the Sand, nor confidering that Other Foundation 
can no Man lay, than that which is laid by God, even 
Christ Jesus. 

7. Soon after a contemplative Man convinced me 
Hill more than I was convinced before, that Outward 
Works are nothing, being alone : And in feveral Con- 
verfations wilrudled me, how to purfue Inward Holi- 

^f/s, or a Union of the Soul with God. " Bmx. exciv <aC 
^ J^nJlradlions (tho' I then receive^ them as xV^^ox^^ 
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oF God) I cannot but now obfcrve, i . That he fpokc fo 
incautioufty againft trufting in Out<ward Jforks, that he 
difcouraged me from doing them at all. 2. i'hat he 
recommended (as it were, to fupply what was wanting 
in them) mental Prayer^ and the like Exercifes^ as the 
moft effedlual Means of purifying the Soul^ and uniting, 
it with Gob. Now thcfe were in Truth, as much my, 
etvn Work: as vifiting the Sick or doathing the Naked^ 
and the Union tvith God thus purfued^ was as really 
my ^wn Righteoufnefs^ as any I had before purfued, un* 
der another Name. 

8. In this refiped Way of trufting to my own Worka 
and my own Righteoufnefs (fo zealouily inculcated by 
the Myfiick Writers, whom I declare in my cool Judg- 
ment, and in the Prefence of the moft High God, I 
believe to be one Great Antichrift) I dragM on heavily,, 
finding no Comfort or Help therein, till the Time of 
my leaving England, On Shipboard however I was 
again a^ve in Outward Works: Where it pleafed God 
of his free Mercy, to give me 26 of the Moramian Bre- 
thren for Companions, who endeavoured to (hew me a. 
more excellent Way. But I underftood it not at iirft. I 
was too learned and too wife. So that it feemM Foolifh- 
nefs unto me. And I continued preaching and follow- 
ing after and trufting in that Righteoufnefs,, whereby 
no Fleih can be juflified. 

9. All the Time I was at Savannah I was thus beat- 
ing the Air, Being ienorant of the Righteoufnefs of 
Christ, which by a living Faith in Him bringeth Sal- 
vation to every one that helie^ethy I fought to eflablifh. 
my own Righteoufnefs, and fo laboured in the Fire all 
my Days. I was now, properly under the Law; I 
knew that the Law of God was Spiritual; I con/ented 
to ity that it ijoas Good, Yea, / delighted in it, after 
the inner Man, Yet was I carnal, fold under Sin, E- 
Ycry Day was I conflrained to cry out, What I do, / 
allonjo not ; for luhat I *would I do n9t, but luhat I hate^ 
that I do. To luill is indeed prefent with me; but b^yiu 
to perform that which is goody I fini not. "^^^ iNjt CiwA» 
W/>>* /wou/d, I do not ; but the E<uU «ui\)\c\3 1 *^>^^>^' 

M^/, that I do. I ^d a Lcxvoy that T^»h^ l^ouv^ 
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Goody E'vil is prefent luitb me : Even tJbe Law in Wf 
Members warring agaivft the Law of my Mind, and ftill 
bringing me into Captivity to the Lm» of Sin, 

10. In this vile, abjedl St^te of Bondage to Sin, I 
was indeed fighting continually, but not conquering. 
Before, I had willingly ferved Sin 5 now it was unwil- . 
lingly, but ftill I ferved it. I fell and rofe and fell 
again. Sometimes I was overcome, and in Heavi- 
nefs: Sometimes I overcame, and was in Joy. For 
as in the former State, I had fome Foretalles of the 
Terrors of the Law, fo had I in this, of the Comforts 
of the Gofpel. During this whole Struggle between 
Nature and. Grace (which had now conthiued above ten 
Years) I had many remarkable Returns to Prayer, ef- 
pecially when I was in Trouble ; I had many fenfible . 
Comforts, which are indeed no other than fhort Antici- 
pations of the Life of Faith. But I was ftill under the^ 
Law, not under Grace (the State moft who are called. 
Chriftians are content to live and die in) For I was only 
ftriwng withy not Freed from Sin : Neither had I The 
Witnefs of the -Spirit with my Spirit, And indeed could 
not ; for I /ought it not by Faith, (hut as it 'were J by the 
Works of the. Ltewi 

11. Li my Return to J?;;^/^»^, January 1^1%, being 
in imminent Danger of Death, and vtry uneafy on that 
Account, I was ilrongly convinced, that the Caufe of 
that Uneafmefs was Unbelief, and that the gaining a 
true, living Faith, was the One Thing needful for me. 
But ftill I fixt not this Faith on its right Objetft : I meant 
only Faith in God, not Faith in or thro\CHRisT. A- 
gain, I knew not that I. was wholly ^md of this Faith i 
but only thought, I had not enough of it. 80 that when 
Peter Rohler, whom God prepared for me as foon as I 
came to London, affirmed of true Faith in Christ (which 
is but one) that it had thofe two Fruits infeparably at- 
tending it, " Dominion over Sin, and conftant Peace 
from a Senfe of Fojgivenefs," I was quite amazed, and 
looked upon it as a new GofpeL l£ this was fo, it 
w^s clear, I had not Faith. But I was not willing to* 

if^ convinced of this. Therefore 1 diC^pjipted with all 
zryy Might, and laboured to prove, t\iat ¥ai\\\ ix\\^\.\«i 
^^crcthcfe were not; cfpeciall/'yix^xe xVv«t ^^lA^cR. 
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Forgivenefs was not : For all the Scriptures relating ta 
this, I had been long fmce taught to conftruc away, 
and to call all Prejbyteriam who fpoke otherwifc. Bi- 
iidcs, I well faw, no one could (in the Nature of 
Things) have fuch a Scnfe of Forgivenefs, and not feel 
it. But I felt it not. If then there was no Faith with 
out this, all my Pretenfions to Faith dropped at once. 

12. When 1 met Peter Bohlcr again, he confented, 
to put the Difpute upon the IfFue which I defired, *t;/«. 
Scripture and Experience. I firft confulted the Scrip- 
ture. But when 1 fet afide the GloiTes of Men, and 
fimply coniidered the Words of God, comparing them 
together, endeavouring to illuftrate the obfcure oy the 
plainer PafTages, I found they all made againd me, and 
was forced to retreat to my laft Hold, ** That Experi- 
ence would never agree with the literal Literfretation 
of thofe Scriptures. Nor could I therefore allow it 
to be the True, 'till 1 found fome living Witnefles of 
it." He replied* " He could Ihew me fuch at any 
Time; If I defired it, the next Day." And accord- 
ingly the next Day, he came again with three others, 
all of whom teflified of their own perfonal Experience, 
that a true living Faith in Christ, is infeparable from 
a Senfe of ParA)n for all Paft, and Freedom from all 
Prefent Sins. They added with one Mouth, that this^ 
Faith was the Gift, the free Gift of God, and that he 
would furely bellow it upon every Soul, who eameilly 
and perfevcringly fought it. Iwas now tliroUy convinc'd j 
And, by the Grace of God, I refolved to feek it unto 
the End, i . By abfolutely renouncing all Dependence, in 
Whole or in Part, upon my owir Works or Righteoufnefs, 
on which I had really grounded my Hope of Salvation, 
tho' I knew it not, from my Youth up. 2. By adding 
to the eonftant TJfe of all the other Mearu ofGrace, con- 
tinual Prayer for this very Thing, Jufbfying, Saving 
Faith, a full Reliance on the Blood of Christ Ihcd for 
fnei a Trufl in Him, as my Christ, as my fole ]u{li£- 
cation, San£Ufication and Redemi^xioxv« 

13. I continued thus to feek \x. l^Vo" ^wvCs^^^^'?^^^;

^here are gifven unto us exceeding great and precious Pro- 
viifesy enjen that ye Jhould he Partakers of the Di'vine Na- 
ture. 2 Pet. i. 4. Juft as I weot out, 1 opened it 
again on thofe Wor4s, I'hou art not far from the King- 
dom of Gov. In the Afternoon I was afked to go ta 
St. PauPs, The Anthem was, Out of the Deep ha^ue I 
calPdunto Thee, O Lord: Lord hear my Voice, O let 
thine Ears conjtder nvell the Voice of my Complaint, If 
thou. Lord, 'will he extreme to mark ijuhat is done amifs, 

Lord, rwho may abide it ? But there is Mercy ivith 
Thee-, therefore thou Jhalt he feared, O Ifrael, truft in the 
Lord: For ivith the Lord there is Mercy, and'vAth Him- 
isplefiteous Redemption, And he Jhall redeem Ifrael from 
nil his Sins, 

14. In the Evening I went very unwillingly to a So- 
ciety in Alderfgate-Jireet, where pne was reading Luther^ % 
Preface to the Epiilie to the Romans, About a Quarter 
before nine, while he was defcribing the Cliange which 
God works in the Heart thro' Faith in Christ, I felt 
my Heart ftrangely warm'd. I felt I did truft in Christ, 
Christ alone for Salvation: And an Affurance was 
given me, That he had taken away my Sins, even mine^ 
and faved me from the Law of Sin and Death. 

1 5. I began to pray with all my Might for thofe who 
had in a more efpecial Manner defpitefully ufed me and 
pcrfecuted me. I then tcftified openly to ail there, what 

1 now firft felt in my Heart. BUt it was not long before 
the Enemy fuggefted, ** This cannot be Faith; for 
*' where is thy Joy?" Then was I taught, that Peace 
and ViSlory over Sin, are effential to Faith in the Captnif^ 
of our Salivation ; But, that as to the Tranfports of Joy 
that ufually attend the Beginning of it, efpecially in thofe 
who liave mourned deeply, God fometimcs gi^vcth, Jofnc- 
times ivith'holdeth them, according to the Counfcls of his 
cwn in II, 

16. After my return home, I was much buflFctcd 
%i'ith 7"emptations: But cried out, and i\ve7 ?^cd-:vNN^>j , 
7'/2cjr rctmn 'd again and agsuu. ,1 as titlcu \i£t«A. «^ 
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my Eyes, and he /fnt me Help from his Holy Place. 
And herein 1 found the Difference between this and mj 
former State chiefly confifted. I was ftriving, yea fight- 
- ing with all my Might under the Law, as well as under 
Grace. But then I was fometimes, if not often, con- 
quered; now, I was always Conqueror. 

•17. ^hurfd, Mojf 25. The Moment I awaked, 
** Jsfus Majier,*^ was in my Heart«nd in my Mouth : 
And 1 found all my Strength lay in keeping my Eye 
fixt upon him and my Soul waiting on him continually. 
■ Being again at St. PauPs in the Afternoon, I couU tafte 
the Good Word of God in the Anthem, which. began. 
My Songfljall he al^wa^s of the Loving Kindnefs of the 
Lord: With my Mouth fwill I ever he Jhevjing forth thy 
^ruthfrom one Generation to another ^ Yet the Enemy 
inje(5led a Fear, " If Thou doft believe, why is there 
" not a more fenfible Change ? I anfwered, (yet not I) 
" That I know not. But this I know, I have iVbw 
" Peace waith God: And I Sin not to Day, and fefus 
** my Mafler has forbid me to take Thought for the 
" Morrow.*^' 

1 8. ** But is not any Sort of Fe/fr (continued the 
** Temper) a Proof that thou doft not believe ?" Ide- 
fired my Mafter to anfwer for me ; and opened his Book 
upon thofe Words of St. Paul, Without <were Fightings, 
ivithin twere Fears, Then infer'd I, well may Fears be 
within me ; but I muft go on, and tread them under my 
Feet. 

Friday, May 26: My Soul continued in Peace, but 
yet in Heavinefs, becaufe of manifold Temptations. I 
afk'd Mr. Telchig the Moravian, What to do ? He faid, 
you muft not fight with them, as you did before, but 
flee from them, . the Moment they appear, and take 
fhelter in the Wounds of Jefus, The fame I learned 
alfo from the Afternoon Anthem which was. My Soul 
truly vuaiteth fill upon God ; for of him cometh my Salva- 
' tion ; he verily is my Strength and my Salvation, he is my 
Defence fo that I Jhall not greatly fall, O put your Tru{jt 
in ii.'jf aliA;aye,ye People ; pour out ^our Hearts \)eJwe\a>vTri\ 
far God h ostr Hope. 'c ^, - 

Sa/. zy. ' Believing one Rt^oxv o^ vk^j ^^;^^ ^^)g 
was Want of Time for Prayer, 1 t^oW^^ w ^o ^c. 
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nefs till I went to Chorch in the Morning, bnt to con- 
tinue pouring out my Heart before him. And' tiiis Day 
my Spirit was inlarged ; fo that tho* I was now alfo af- 
faulted by many Temptations^ I was more than Con- 
queror, gaining more Power thereby to trufl and to re- 
joice in God my Saviour. 

Sipiday, 28. I waked in Peace, but not in Joy. 
In the fame even quiet State I was *till the Evening, 
when I was roughly attacked in a large Company as an 
Enthufiaft, a Seducer, and a Setter forth of new Doc- 
trines. By the Bleiling of God I was not moved to 
Anger, but after a calm and fhort Reply went away: 
Tho' not with fo tender a Concern as was due to thofe, 
who were feeking Death in the Error of their Life. 

This Day I preached in the Mommg at St. George*$ 
Bloomjbury^ on T^his is the ViSory that tyuercometb tbi 
Werldeven our Faith ; and in the Afternoon at the Chap- 
pie in Long' Acre t on God's juftifying the Ungodly; 
the lafl time (I underfland) I am to preach at either. 
Not as 1 ivill, but as thou ^i/t, 

Mond. 29. I fet out for Dummer with Mr. Wolf^ 
one of the Firft-fruits of Peter Bobler's Minifby in En- 
gland, I was much ftrengthen'dby the Grace of God 
in Himl Yet was his State fo far above mine, that I 
was often tempted to doubt, whether we had one Faith? 
But, withoift much reafoning about it, I held here; 
*' Tho' his be^r^/j^.and mine lueaky yet that Gop 
hath given fome Degree of Faith even to me, I know 
by its Fruits. For I have confiant Peace; not one un- 
eafy Thought. And I have Freedom from Sin: Not 
one unholy Defire. 

Yet on Wednefday did I grieve the Spirit of Goo, 
not only by not <watching unto Prayer^ but likewife by 
fpeaking with Sharpnefs inftead of tender Love, of one 
that was not found in the Faith. Inunediately God 
hid his Face and I was troubled ; and in this Heavinefs 
I continued till the next Morning, June i . When it 
pleafed God, while I was exhorting another, to give 
Comfort to m;^ Soul, and (after I had fpent fome Time 
j'n Pmyer) to dire&. me to thofe gracious Waxda, Hcwtug 
/^^/-^/^r^ JBff/Jke/s, to enter into tht holiefi.hy tbe Blood of 
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Jcfiis.— Z^r us dram) near imth a true Hearty in full Af- 
furance of Faith, Let us hold fa ft the Profeffion of our 
Faith twithout 'wavering ; ffor he is faithful that promi^ . 
fed J and let us confider one another y to provoke unto Love 
and to Good Works, 

Saturd, June 3. I was fo ftrongly allaulted by one of 
Ttty old Enemies^ that' I had fcarce Strength to open my 
LipSy or even to look up for Help. But after I had 
prayedy ^untly, as 1 cou'd, the Temptation vaniih'd 
away. 

Sundaf 4. Was indeed a Feaft-day. For from the 
Time of my rifmg till paft one in the Afternoon, I was 
praying, reading the Scriptures, iinging Praife, or calling 
Sinners to Repentance. All thefe Days I fcarce remem- 
ber to have openM the Teftament, but upon fome great 
and precious Promife. And I faw more tlian ever, that 
the Gofpel is in Truth, but one great Promife, from 
the Beginning of it to the End. 

Tuefd, 6 I had ftilll more Comfort and Peace and 
Joy : On which I fear I began to prefume. For in the 
Evenmg I received a Letter from Oxford, which threw 
me into much Perplexity. It was afferted therein, ** That 
*' no Doubting could confift with the Icaft Degree of 
" true Faith: That whoever at any Time felt any 

Doubt or Fear, was not Weak in Faith, but had no 

Faith at all : And that none hath any Faith, 'till the 
** Law of the Spirit of Life has made him vjholly free 
** from thfe Law of Sin and Death. " 

Begging of God to diredl me, I open'd my Tefta- 
ment on I Cor. iii. ver. i. &c, where St. Paul fpeaks 
of thofe whom he terms Bahes in Ojrift, who were not 
able to hear ftrong Meat, nay (in a Senfe) Carnal \ to 
whom ncverthclefs he fays. Ye are God'j Building, ye 
etn the 7emple of God. Surely then thefe Men had 
fome Degree of Faith 5 tho' it is plain, their Faith was 
but iveai. 

After fome Hours fpent in the Scripture and Prayer, 
I was much cooiforted. Yet I felt a Kmd of SorewaC^ 
in my J^eart, fo that I foundrrcy 'WovxsA N4"a& tv^x Sx^^ 
Jtealed. O God, fave thou mc, tixi^ ?^ \)Kax ^^ ^«^<»^ 
X9 fAff Fai/h^ bom doubtful Difpntathm ! ^ ^^ 
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IVednefder^y June 7. I determined, if God fhonid 
permit, to retire for a fhort Time into Germany, I had 
fally proposed before I left Georgia fo to do. If itfhould 
pleafe God to bring me back to Europe, And I now 
clearly faw the Time was come. My weak Mind could 
not bear to be thus fawn afunder. And I hoped the 
converfmg with thofe Holy Men, who were themfelves 
Lving Witneffes of the foil Power of Faith, and yet 
able to bear with thofe that are weak, wou'd be a 
Means, under God, of fo eUabliihing my Soul, that I 
To\^t go on from Faith to Faith j and from Strength t§ 
Strength, 

Thur/day 8. I went to SaUJlvry to take Leave of my 
Mother. The next Day I left Sarum^ and on Saturdet^ 
came to Stanton-harcourt, Having preach'd Faith in 
Christ there on Sunday n, I went on to Oxford % 
and thence on Mondcy to London^ where I foond Mr. 
Ingham juft fetting out. We went on board the next 
Day, Tuefday 13, and fell down to Gra<vefend that 
Night. About four in the Afternoon on Wednefday we 
loft Sight of England. We reach'd the Maefe at eight 
on Thurfdey Morning, and in an Hour and a half landed 
at Rotterdam, 

Wc were eight in all, five Englijh and three Germans, 
Dr. Koker^ a Phyfician of Rotterdam, was fo kind, 
when we fet forward in the Afternoon, as to walk an 
Hour with us on our Way. I never before faw any 
fuch Road as this. For many Miles together, it is rais!d 
for fome Yards above the Level, and paved with a 
fmall Sort of Brick, as fmooth and clean as the Mall at 
St. Jameses. The Walnut Trees Hand in even Rows 
on either Side: So that no Walk in a Gentleman^s 
Garden is Pleafanter. About fcven we came to Gou- 
dart, where we were a little forprized, at meeting with 
a Treatment which is not heard of in England. Seve- 
ral Inns utterly refufcd to entertain us ; fo that it was 
w ith Difficulty we at laft found one, where they did u^ 
the favour to take our Money for fome Meat andDrink, 
ojid the Ufe of two ox three bad Beds. They prcft 
us much in the Morning to fee their CVivadi, \wx.nj«^ 
i/j/j?Jcafcd Sit our Pulling off our Hats VJlvtuvi^ vi«vxm\ 
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telling us, " We muft not do fo ; It was not the C«- 
" ftom there. " It is a large old Building, of the 
(^othick Kind, rcfembling fome of our Englijh Cathe- 
drals. There is much Hiftory -Painting in the Win- 
dows, which they told us, is greatly admired. About 
eight we left Goudart^ and in a little more than fix 
Hours reached TJfelftetn, 

Here we went to Baron ^W/^i;//*s, as at Home. We 
found with him a few German Brethren and Sifters, and 
feven or eight of our E»glijh Acquaintance, who had 
fettled here fome Time before. They lodged juft 
without the Town, in three or four little Houies, 'till 
one ihould be built that would contain them all. Sa- 
turday ly, was their Interceflion-Day. In the Morn- 
ing, fome of our EngHJh Brethren dciired me to admi- 
niller the Lord's Supper : The reft of the Day w^c 
fpcnt with all the Brethren and Sifters, in hearing the 
wonderful Work which God is beginning to work over 
all the Earth, and in making our Requefts known unto 
him, and giving him Thanks for th^ Mightinefs of his 
Kingdom. 

At fix in the Morning we took Boat. The beauti- 
ful Gardens lie on both Sides the River, for great Part 
of the Way to Amfierdam^ whither we came about five 
in the Ev«iing. The exadl Neatnefs of all the Build- 
ings here, the nice Cleannefs of the Streets (which, we 
were informed, were all wafh'd twice a Week) and the 
Canals whicJi run thro' all the main Streets, with Rowa 
of Trees on either Side, makes tliis the picafanteft City 
which I have ever feen. Here we were entcrtain'd 
with truly Chriftian Hofpitality, by Mr. Deeknateiy a 
Miniftcr of the Menmnifts, who fufTercd us to want no- 
thing while we ftay'd here, which was 'till the Thur/Ja^ 
following. Dr. Barkhaufcn (a Phyfician, a Mufco-viu 
by Nation) who had been with Mr. Decknately for 
fome Time, fhewed us likewlfe all pofTible Kindnefs. 
Remember them^ O Lord, /or Good! 

Monday 1 7. I was at one of the Societies^ wKlclv 
lafted an Hour and an half. AboviX. ?viCq '^t.'dwv^ >^^^^ 
pnknt. The Singing was m Loq»-duiclj, VJAx^ ^^"^^ 
Afo/f/ having tranflatS. into Lo«u)i»tcl>» ^^^ ^^ ^^ 
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Hemhuth Hymn-book) but the Words were fo veff 
near the German^ that any who underflood the Original, 
might underftand the Tranflation. The expounding 
was in High-dutch. I was at another of the Societies 
on Tuefday^ where were prefent about the fame Nam-- 
ber. On Wednefday^ one of our Company found a 
Sheep that had been loft : His Sifter, who had lived 
here for fome Time with one whom ftie loved too well, j 
as he did her. But they were now both refolved, by >j^ 
the Grace of God (which they accordingly executed ' 
without Delay) ^o pluck out the right Eye, and caft it 
fi'om them, 

Thur/day 22. We took Boat at eight in the Evening, 
and landing at four in the Morning, walk'd on to Uut- 
fafsy which we left about two, having now another 
Boy added to our Number. A b'ttle before eight we 
came to Beurtiy a imall ill-built City, belonging to the 
Prince of Orange, Setting out early in the Morning, 
we came to Nimwegen, the laft Town in Holland^ about 
two in the Afternoon : And leaving it at four, came 
before eight to an Inn, two Hours (hort of Cleve. 

Sunday 25. After fpending an Hour in Singing and 
Prayer, we walk*d 'till near Noon, before we could 
meet with any Refrefliment. The Road would have 
appear'd exceeding pleafant, being broad and ftrait, 
with tall Trees on either Side, had not Wearinefs and. 
Hain prevented. We hoped to reach Reinberg in the 
Evening, but could not ; being obliged to ftop two 
Hours Siort of it, at a litde Houfe, where many good 
Lutherans were concluding the Lord's Day (as is ufual 
among them) with Hdling and dancing ? 

Monday 26. We breakfafted at Reinberg^ left it at 
half au Hour paft ten, and at four came to Urding. 
Being much tired, we refted here, fo that it was near 
ten at Night before we came to Neus, Having but a 
few Hours Walk from hence to Ci/w, we went thither 
t^afily, and came at five the next Evening, into the ug- 
lieft, dirtieft City, I ever yet faw with my Eyes. 
/^r//ive/i/. 28. We went to the Cathedral, which is 
Jnere Heaps upon Heaps ; a huge, mVftvapctv TVaa^^ 
^y-AjcA has no more of C^mmetry, tlwca oi Y^eaxxv^^ 
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behmg^ig to it. I was a little farpriz'd to obferve, 
that neither in this, nor in any other of the Ronajb 
Churches where I have been, is there^ properly fpeak- 
ing, any fuch Thing as joint WoHhip : But one prays 
9X one Shrine or ALcar, and another at another, with- 
out any Regard to, or Communication with one ano- 
ther. As we came oat of the Church, a Procdllon 
began on the other Side of the Church- Yard. One of 
our Company fcrupling to pull off his Ilat, a zealous 
wCatholick piefently cried out, knock d(ywn the Luthern 
Dog. But we prevented any Conteft^ by retiring into 
the Church. 

Walking on the Side of the JUfiui in the Afternoon, 
I faw to my great Surprize (for i have always thought 
before, no Romiotiji of any Fafhion believ*d any thing of 
the Story) a freih Painting, done lail Year at the pub- 
lick Expence, on the Outfide of the City Wall, in Me- 
mory of the hringing in the HeaJs of the three Kings (fays 
the Latin Infcription) thro^ the Gate aifoining : Which 
ipdeed, in Reverence (it feems) to them, has been ilop'd 
up ever fince. 

At four we took Boat, when I could not but obferve 
the Decency of the Papi/s, above us who are call'd 
Reform' si. As foon as ever we were feated, (and fo 
every Mommg after) they all puU'd off their Hats, and 
each ufed by himfelf, a fhort Prayer for our profperou» 
Journey. And this Juftice I muft do to the very Boat- 
men (who upon tiie Rhine are generally wicked even to 
8^ Proverb] I never heard one of them take the Name 
olT God ia vain, or faw any one laugh, when any thing 
of Religion was mentionM. So that I believe the Glo- 
jy of Sporting tuith facred Things^ is peculiar to the 
Englijb Nation f 

We were four Nights on the Water, by Reafon of 
the Swiftnefs of the Stream, up which the Boat was 
drawn by Horfes. The high Mountains on each Side 
the River, rifing almoft perpendicular, and yet covered 
with Vines to the very Top, gave us many agreeable 
?ro(pe£is : A religious Houfe,. or old C^tiditi^ ^^^ t..^^ 
and Chen appearing on the Brov« oS oivit ^ ^^xa^ ^^ 
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Swtday Evening, Jufy 2, wc came to Mtntx % ttA Mon^ 
day tlie 3d, at half an Hour pad ten, to Frankfirt. 

Faint and weary as we were, we could have no Ad- 
mittance here, having brought no Pafies with us, which 
indeed we never imagined would have been required, 
in a Time of fettled general Peace. After wait- 
ing an Hour at the Gates, we procured a Meflbnger, 
whom we fent to Mr. Bohler (Peter BohUr^s Fa£er). 
wlio immediately came, procured us Entrance into the . 
Ciiy, and entertained us in the mofl friendly Manner. . 
V/c fet out early in the Morhing on ^uefda^ the 4tB, 
and about one came to Marienhom, But I was fo iU^ 
that after talking a little with Count Zinxeuinrf^ I was 
forced to lie down the reft of the Day. 

The Family at Marienhom confifts of about ninety 
Perfons, gathered out of many Nations. They live 
for the prefent in a large Houfe hired by the Count, 
which is capable of receiving a far greater Number; 
but are building one, about three (Englijh) Miles off, 
on the Top of a fruitful Hill. O ho^ fleafata a ^bing 
it is, for Brethren to dwell together in Unity ! 

Thurfday 6. The Count carried me widi him to the 
Count of Solmesy where I obferved with Pleafure the 
German Frugality. Three of the young Countefles 
(tho' grown up) were dreft in Linnen ; the Count and 
his Son in plain Cloth. At Dinner, the next Day, a 
Glafs of Wine and a Glafs of Water were fet by every 
one, and if either was emptied, a Second. They all 
converfed freely and unafFededly. At ten at Night we 
took Coach again, and in the Morning reached Marl- 
enborn^ 

I lodged with one of the Brethren at Eckerfiaufen^ 
an Englijb Mile from Marienhorny where I ufually fpent 
the Day, chiefly in convcrfing with thofe who could 
fpeak either Latin or Englijb 5 not being able, for want 
0f more Fradlice, to fpeak Gerthan readily. And here 
I continually met with what 1 fought for, vix. Living 
Proofs of the Power of Faith : Pwfons fofoed from Iij- 
ward as well as Outwaxd 5/«, hy the Lo^e ef Q^^Jhed 
^^/'aa//in /Mr Heart 1 5 and from aU Doubt and Fear, by 
tJie abiding l^itne/s of thi IMf Ghoft grven unto tbem. 
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*iundaj 9. The Count preached in the old Caftle aft 
Runmberg (about three Englijh Miles from Marienbont) 
where is alfo a fmall Company of thofe who ieek the 
Lord Jesus in Sincerity. IVednefdtv^ 12, was one of 
the Conferences for Strangers ; where one of Frankfort 
propofing the Queftion, Can a Man be juflified and nob 
know it \ The Count fpoke largely upon it to this 
EfFeft : 

i^ Juftification is, the. Forgivenefs of Sins. 

2. The Moment a Man flies to Christ he it 
juilified. 

3. And has Peace with God, but not always Joy :• 

4. Nor perhaps may he know he is juftified, 'till 
long after. 

5. For the AflTurance of it,, is dlflind finom- Juflifica^ 
tion itfdf. 

6. But others may. know he is juflified by his Powec 
over Sin, by his Serionfnefs,. his Love of the Brethren^ 
and \iS&' Hunger and ^birft after Rigbteoufiufs, 'wbich a* 
lone proves tbejpiritual Life tv be begun, 

7. To be juftified is the fame Thing as to be bom of 
God. 

8. When a Man is awakenM, he is begotten off 
God, and his Fear and Sorrow and Senfe of the 
Wrath of God, are the Pangs of the new Birth. 

I then recoUedled what Peter B'obler had often, (kid 
upoa this Heady which was to this EfFe£l : 

1. When 3 Man has living Faith in Christ, then 
is he juilified : 

2. This b always given in a Moment, 

3. And in that Moment he has Peace with God ; 

4. Which he cannot have,^ without knowing that he 
has it : 

5. And being bom of God, he finneth not : 

6. Which Deliverence from Sin he cannot havCj^. 
without knowing that he has it.. 

Saturday 15. was the Intercefiiicm Day, when many 
Strangers were prefent from different Parts. On Mo't- 
day 17. having ibiy'd herei ten Days. longer, than I. in- 
tended (my fiiS Defign bein^ cc^^ to ixS. t«x^ ^x ^:«^ 
Hsi^s) I pxopofcd fcttiaig oax fet Herid>ii»>> v"^^^!^^^ 
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Inoham defiring me to fiay a little longer, I flay*d ^tfll 
IVidnefday 19. when Mr. HanptmoH (a Native o£ Dn/k 
(Un) Mr. BrowM and I fet out together. 

We break&fted at GbeUnhanfiHy an old, unhandfomo 
Town, dined at Offtnau (where is a llrange Inflancc 
of Moderation, a Church ufed every Sunday both by 
the Pafijis and the laaberoMs alternately) and notwith- 
ftanding fome (harp Showers of Rain, in the Evening 
reached S/eiftau. iburfdaj 20. we dined at BraunfeJl 
and pafiing thro' FuliU in the Afternoon (where the 
Duke has a pleafant Palace) travelPd thro' a delightful. 
Country of Hills and Vales, and in the Evening came 
to Rukhirfib, The next Night (ufixr having had the 
mod beautiful Profpefl which think I ever law, from, 
the Top of a high HMl, commanding a vail Extent of 
various Land on every Side) we, with fome Difficulty,, 
and many Words, procured a poor Acconmiodation at 
an Inn in MMrkJuL Saturdi^ 22. having pafs'd thro* 
Bifenach in the Morning, we caine thro' a more level 
open Country, to Saxt Gatba in. the Afternoon, a neat 
pleafant City, in which the Prince's Palace is indeed a 
fine Building. We ftopp'd ail Hour here with a friend- 
ly Man, axid in the Evening came to Ditiebin ; and 
thence in the Morning to Erfurt^ where we were kind- 
ly entertained by Mr. Reinbart^ to whom we were di« 
rcded by fome of the Brethren at Mariexbom, In the 
Afternoon we came to fFeymmry where we had more 
Difiiculty to get thro' the Cky than is ufual, even iil 
Germany: Being not only detain'd a confidcrable Time 
at the Gate, but alfo carried before I know not what 
Great Man (I believe, the Duke) in the Square : Who 
after many other Queftions, a/k'd. What we were going 
fo far as Hernhutb for ? I anfwer'd, ** To fee the 
'' Place wheie the Chriflians live. " Helook'dhard^ 
and let us gO\. 

Monday 24. we came early to yena, which lies at 

the Bottom of feveral high, ileep, barren Hills. The 

Students here are diilinguilhed from the Townfmen by 

their Swords. They do not live together in Coilegea. 

fifor indeed in stny of the Girwan Um^cer£ties) as we- 

do la Oj^i/suad Cambpidp l bttt axe kax^exe^ut V=^^ 
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down the Town, in Lodging or Boardmg Houfit* 
Thofe of them to whom we were recommended, be* 
haved as Brethren indeed. O may brotherly Kindnefsy 
and every good Word and WoHc^ abound among them 
more and more ! 

At Jena the Stone Pillars begin, fet op by the Eleftor 
of Saxony^ and marking out every Quarter of a Gtrman 
Mile, to the End of his Eledorate. Every Mile is a 
large Pillar, with the Names of the neighbouring 
Towns, and their Diftances infcribed. It were muc& 
to be wifhM, that the fame Care were taken in England^ 
and indeed in all Countries. 

We left Jena early on Tuefda^^ reach'd Weifenfeltx 
in the Evening, and Merfeberg on IVednefday Morning. 
Having a Defire to fee Halle (two German Miles off) 
we fet out after BreakM, and came thither at two in . 
the Afternoon. But we could not be admitted into the 
Town, when we came. The King of Fruffia^z Tall- 
Men, who kept the Gates^ fent us backward and for- 
ward, from one Gate to another, for near two Hours. 
I then thought of fending in a Note to ProfefTor Francke, 
the Son of that Auguft Herman Francke^ whofe Name 
is indeed as precious Ointment. O may I follow him, 
as he did Christ I And by Mamfeftation of the Truth, 
ecmmend nyfelf to e*very Man*s Com/cience in the Sight of 
GoDf 

He was not in Town. However, we were at length 
admitted into the Orphan -Houfe, that amazing Proof, 
that all Things are ftill pojffible to him that belie^th. 
There is now a large yearly Revenue for its Support ; 
befide what is continually brought in by the Printing- 
office, the Books fold there, and the Apothecary** 
Shop, which is furniihed with aU Sorts of Medicines. 
The Building reaches backward from the Front in two 
Wings, for, I believe, a hundred and fifty Yards. The 
Lodging Chambers for the Children, their Dining- 
Room, their Chappel, and all the a^oining Apart- 
ments, are fo conveniently contrived^ and <Ck ^^»kS^ 
clean, as I have never fecu atKY V>t^o\^. '^v».\>Kss^ix^^ 
mid £ty Ciuldren (wc arc lu€oTmt^^ tjrovaV^^ ^«^^ 
tainei thm, «nd three T\iOuiaxA i:%i ^ «^^^^"^%^ 
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Uughc. Surely, fuch a Thing neither we nor our Fa- 
thers have known, as this gre^t Thing which God has 
done here f 

Thur/dajf 27. we returned to Merfihergy and at five 
in the Evening came to the Gates of Leipfig, After 
we had fent in our Pafs, and waited an Hour and an half, 
we were fuifered to go to a bad Inn in the Town. 
Friday 28. We found out Mr. Marfchall, and. the 
other Gentlemen of the Univerfity, to whom wc were 
directed. They were not wanting in any good Office 
while we flayed, and in the Afternoon went with us aa 
Hour forward in our "Journey. 

After a plcafant Walk on Saturday y on Sunday 30, 
about feven in the Morning, wc came to Meiffen, In 
Mififfen-CaJiUy the German CJI^ina-Wsire is made, which 
i» full as dear as that imported from the Indies ; and a» 
finely fnaped, and beautifully coloured, as any I have 
ever feen. After Breakfaft we went to Church. I was 
greatly furprized at alt 1 faw there : At the Cofllinefs 
of Apparel in many, and the Gaudinefs of it, in more ; 
at the huge Fur Caps worn by the Women, of the fame 
Shape with a Turkijh Turband; which generally had 
one or more Ribbands hanging down a great Length 
behind. The Minifter's Habit was adom'd with Gold 
and Scarlet, and a vail Crofs both behind and before. 
Moft of the Congregation fat (the Men generally with 
their Hats on, at the Prayers as well as Sermon) and all 
of them flayed, dnrmg the Holy Communion, tho' but 
very few received. Alas, alas ! what a Reform' dCoMxir 
try is This f 

At two in the Afternoon we came to Dre/den, the 
jchief City of Saxony. Here alfo we were carried for 
above two Hours from one Magiilrate or Officer to an- 
other, with the ufnal impertinent Solemnity, before we 
were fufFered to go to our Inn. I greatly wonder that 
common Senfe and conunon Humanity (for thefe doubts 
lefs fubfifl in (^ifrmany as well as England) do not put 
r7/7 End to this fenfelefs, inhuman Ufage of Strangers, 
f^'A/cA we met with at almoft every German City, tho' 
f^ore particalarly Sit Frankfatt^ Wtymar^ Hall«, Lei^Jtj 
nd Z>^-^.;^. / know nothing that cadbceaiomXAiJj >ot 
<^^ us JDcfcnce, in a Time of full Ycace. >o^vci^ ^ 
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Breach of til the common, even heathen Laws of Hof- 
pitality. If it be a Cuftom, fo much the worfe ; the . 
more is the Pity, and the more the Shame. 

In the Evening^we few the Palace the late Eledlor 
was building, when God calPd him a>vay. The Stone- 
work he had very near finiihcd, and Ibme of the Apart- 
ments within. It is a beautiful and magnificent De- 
fign J but all is now fwifdy running to Ruin. The new 
Church on the outfide refcmbles a Theatre. It is eight 
Square, built of fine Free-Stone. We were defircd al- 
fo to take Notice of the great Bridge, which joins the 
new with the old Town ; of the large, brafs Crucifix 
upon it, generally admired for the Workmanfhip ; and 
the late King Auguftm*^ Statue on Horfe-back, which 
is at a fmall Diftance from it. Alas I Where will all 
thefe Things appear, when the Earth and the Workk^ 
thereof Jh ail be burnt up ? 

Between five and fix the next Evening (having left 
Mr. Haufttnan with his Relations in Drejaen) v/c came 
to Neuftadt^ but could not procure any Lodging in the 
City. After walking half an Hour, we came to an- 
other little Town, and found a fort of an Inn there ; 
but they told us plainly, 'weJhouUhare no Lodging *ivitb 
them 5 for they did not like our Looks, 

About eight we were received at a little Houfe in 
another Village, where God gave us fweet Reft. 

Tuefday Augujl i . At three in the Afternoon, I came 
to Hemhuthy about thirty Englijh Miles from Drefden. 
It lies in Upper Lufatia, on the Border of Bohemia^ and 
contains about an- hundred Houfes, built on a rifing 
Ground, with evergreen Woods on two Sides, Gardens 
and Corn-fields on the others, and high Hills at a fmall 
Diftance. It has one long Street, thro' wliich the great 
Road from Zittau to Lobau goes. Fronting the Middle 
of this Street is the Orphan-houfe ; in the lower Part of 
which is the Apothecary's Shop, in the Upper, the 
Chappel, capable of containing fix a» fevea hundred 
People, Another Row of Houfes rxev^^x ^SKNa^'^v- 
(lance from either End of the Oi^V-axv-Voxfe, ^\ivK^^^ 
cordingly^Mi^^t reftof tVveTo-w^ ^^^^^V^ 
Street) mto^S^^mn%. K\ ^%Y.^^^^^^ ^^^ 
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Count's Houfe, a finally plain Building like the reAf 
having a large Garden behind it well laid out, not for 
Show, but for the Ufe of the Community. 

We had a convenient Lodging ^fligned us in the 
Houfe appointed for Strangers : And I had now abun- 
dant Opportunity, of obf ierving whethei:^ what I had 
heard was inlar^ed by the Rclatois, or was neither more 
nor lefs than the naked 'i>uth. 

I rejoiced to find Mr. Hemudorf here, whom I had 
fo ofien conversed with in Georgia. And there was no- 
thing in his Power which he did not do, to make our 
Stay here ufeful and agreeable. About eight we went 
to the publick Service, at which they frequently ufe 
other InHruments with their Organ. They began (as 
ufual) with Singing. Then followed the Expounding, 
clofed by a fecond Hjonn ; Prayer followed this ; and 
then a few Verfes of a third Hymn; which concluded 
the Service. 

Wednefdc^ 2. At four in the Afternoon, was a Lovc- 
feafl of the married Men, taking their Food with Glad- 
nefs and Singlenefs of Heart, and with the Voice of 
Praife and Thankfgiving. 

7bur/day 3. (and fo evriry Day at eleven) I was at 
the Bible-Conference, wherein Mr. MuUer (late Ma- 
iler of a great School in Zittau, *till he left all to fol- 
low Christ) andfeveral others, read together, as ufual, 
a Portion of Scripture in the Original. At &vc was 
the Conference for Strangers, when fevcrai Queffions 
concerning JufUBcation were refolv'd. This Eveninjr 
CJ?nfiian Da^vidoLmt hither. O may GoD make him 
a MeiTenger of glad Tidings. 

On Friday and Saturday (and fo every Day in the 
following Week) I had much Converfation with the 
mod experienced of the Brethren, concerning the great 
Work which God had wrought v^ their Soius, purify • 
ing them by Faith : And with Martin Diter, and the 
other Teachersi^pid Elders of the Church, coQceming 
the Difcipline uied therein, 

S^^y. 6. \f^e went to Church at Bertboldsdor/, a lot' 
r^^ra/r VJIla^ about an EngM» Mile &om Uembiul)* 
^n^o large Candles flood lifted* upoii the Alxax \ 1^ 
^Suppernrfls painted behind It I theWjiivw^^awA 
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ever it, and over that, a brafs Image of Christ on the 
Crofs. 

The Minifter had on a fort of Pudding-Sleeve Gown, 
which covered hin^ all round. At nine began a long 
Voluntary on the Organ, clofed with a Hymn, which 
was fung by all the People fitting (in which Pofturr, 
as is the German Cuftom, they fung all that followed.) 
Then theMinifter walked up to the Altar, bow'd; fung 
thefe Latin Words, Gloria in excel/is Deo ; bow'd again 
and went away. This was followed by another Hymn, 
fung as before, to the Organ by all the People. Then 
the Minifter went to the Altar again, bow'd, fung a 
Prayer, read the EpilHe, and went away. After a 
third Hymn was fung, he went a third Time to the Al- 
tar, fung a Vcrficle (to which all the People fung a Re- 
fponfe) read the third Chapter to the Rcmaffs, and went 
away. The People having then fung the Creed in 
Rhyme, he came and read the Golpe', all Handing. 
Another Hymn followed, which being ended, tlie IVIi- 
nillcr in the Pulpit ufed a long extemporary Prayer, and 
afterwards preach 'd an Hour and a Quarter on a Verfc 
of the Golpcl. Then he read a lonj;^ fnterceiHon and 
general Thankfgiving, which before 'I'welve concluded 
the Service. 

After the Evening Service at Hervhuth was ended, all 
the unmarried Men (as is their Cui om) walk'd quite 
round the Town, fmging Praife with Inlbuments of 
Mufick ; and then on a fmall Hill, at a little Diftance v 
from it, calling themfclves into a Pving, join'd In 
Prayer. Theuce they rc:urned iu'»o the Great Square, 
and a little after Eleven, commended each other to 
God. 

TuefJay 8. A Child was buried. The burying 
Ground (called by them Gotics Acker y i. e. God's 
Ground) lies a few hundred Yards out cf the Town, 
under the Side of a linle Wood. 'I'here are diftind 
Squares in it for married Men and unm^ried ; for mar- 
ried and unmarried Women; for Mile axvvl ^^^s^&sc 
Children, and for Widows. ^^ W Cw^Sr nn^ 'sw.^^^^ 
from eheChappel, the ehi\dxcTv>wiW^xxii,^V "^5^^;^' 
O^fJ^an-fathcr (lb they ca\\ \i\ta vjVo >aaft ^Xv'^ Ok«x^

of the Orphan -houfc) with the MlniSier of Bertio/4/'^ar/i 
then four Children bearing the Corpfe, and after them» 
ALirttn Dbber and the Father of the Child, 'i'hen fol- 
lowed the Men, and laft of all the Women AJP-'VGirif. 
They all furtg as they went. fieing coW*into the 
Square where the Male-Childr^ are bu«cfl,^^tbe Men 
flood on two Sides of it, the Boys on the third, and 
the Women and Girls on the fourth. There they f.Ciig .^ 
again: After which the Minifter ufed (I think, rcTad; a '"« 
fhort Prayer, and concluded with that Blefling, " l/«/t 
" God's gracious Mtrcy and FroUBion I commit you.'* ' 

Seeing the Father (a plain Man, a Taylor by Trade) 
looking at the Grave, 1 alk'd, " How do you find 
yourfelf ?" He faid, " Praifed be the Lord, never 
better. He has taken the Soj|U of my Child to him- 
felf. I have feen, according to my Deiire, his Body 
•' committed to Holy Ground. And I know that when 
'' it is raifed again, both he and I ihall be ever with 
•' the Lord." 

Several Evenings this Week I was with one or other 
of the private Bands. On Wednefday and l^hurfdtef I had 
an Opportunity of talking with Michael Linuery the 
eldeil of the Church, and largely with Chriftian Davids 
Vvlio, under God, was the firft Planter of it. 

Four Times alfo I enjoy'd the Blefling of. hearing 

him preach, during the few Days I {pent here : And 

every Time he chol'e the very Subjedl which I fhould 

ha\e defired, had I fpoken to him before. Thrice he 

defcribcd the State of thofe who are Weak in Faith ^ who 

are juflified, but have not yet a new, clean Heart; who 

have received Foigivenefs thro* the Blood oi Chrifiy 

but have not received the Indwelling of the Holy 

Ghoft. This State he explained once, from Blejfed are 

the Poor in Spirit; for theirs is the Kingdwi ofHeamen\ 

wlien he (hewed at large from various Scriptures, that 

many are Children of God and Heirs of the Promifcs, 

long before their Hearts are foften*d by Holy Moum^ 

ingy before they are comfortedhy the abiding Witnefs of 

the Spirit, melting their Souls into all Gentlenefs and 

Af/r^///^; and much more, before they ate Teivtw^^vtv 

^U chat A^^/jteosi/ke/s, wWch they fcii«|gr«d and tl»rft«d 
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after, before they are Pttre in Heart from aH Sielf and 
Sin, and nurciful as their Father whi^ is in Heaven is 
merciful. 

A fecond Time he fseinted oat this State from thofe 
Words, Wb9 Jhall deliver me frjm the Body of this 
Leathl J i/bf^ God Jcfus Chrill our Lord, There ij 
therefore no dftdemneitivn to them lAibicb are in Chrift Je- 
ftts. Hence alfo he at large both proved the Exiftence, 
f*. and '(hewed the Nature of that intermediate State, 
which moft experience between that Bondage which is 
defcribcd in the 7th Chapter of the Epiille xo the Re- 
maitSf and the &11 glorious Liberty of the Ciuldiren of 
Cod, dofcribed in the Eighth and in many other Parts 
of Scripture. 

This he yet again exphin'd from the Scriptures 
which defcribe the Stike the Apofllcs were m, from ovr 
Lord's Death i(and indeed for fome Time before) tiU 
the Defcejit of the Holy Ghoft at the Day oF Pcntecofl.. 
They were then cleans as Chrift himfeJf had born them 
Witnefs, by the Wor^ wbich be had fpoken unto them. 
They t^n had Faiths otherwife he could not have 
prayed for them, that their Faith might not fail. Yet 
they were not properly converted; thoy were not de- 
Jiver^d from the Spirit of Fear; they had not New 
Hearts; neither had they received the Gif^ of the Holy 
Ghojt, 

The fourth Sermon which he preach'd, concerning 
the Ground of our Faith, made fuch an Impreflion up- . 
on me, that when I went home, I could not but write 
down the Subftance of it, wluch was as follows: 

" The Word of Reconciliation which the Apoftles 
preached, as the Foundation of all they taught, was, 
that fwe are resoncikd to God, not by our ovon Works ^ 
nor by our own R/ghteoufnefj, but ivhe/fy etnd fMy by the 
Blood of Q^n^. 

" But you will fay, muft I not grieve and mourn for 
my Sins? Mufl I not humble myfelf before Goo? U 
not this Juft and Right? And muft I ndNirfl do this be- 
fore I can exped God to be recond\^ \a tn&X ^^ ^- 
{wcr, it IS juft and right. Yo^ TMA\i^><fl^^^'^^^ 
Gov. ITou muft have a \>toVl«bl wA wti»»» ^»^ 
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But then obferve, this is not your own Woik. Do 
you grieve tliat you area Sinner? This is the Work of 
the Holy Ghoft. Are you contrite ? Are you humbled 
before God ? Do you indeed mourn, and is your Heart 
broken witliin you? All this worketh the felf-fame 
Spirit. 

" Obfer\'e again, this is not the Foundation. It is 
not this by which you are jufbfied. This is not the 
Righteoufnefs, this is no Part of the Righteoafnefs by 
which you are reconciled unto God. You grieve for 
your Sins. You are deeply humble. Your Heart is 
broken. Well. But all this is nothing to your Juilifi- 
cation. The Remiifion of your Sins is not owing to 
this Caufe, cither in Whole or in Part. Your Humilia^ 
tion and Contrition has ho Influence on that. It ha^ 
no Connexion with it. Nay, obferve farther, that it 
t7iay hinder your Juflification, that is, if you build any 
Ihinguponitj if you think, I mufl be y& w-yS contrite. 
I mull grieve morey before I can be juftified. Under- 
fland this well. To think you rauft be more contrite, 
more humble, tnore griev'd, more feniible of the Weight 
of Sin, before yon can be juftified ; is, to lay your Con- 
trition, your Grief, your Humiliation for the Founda- 
tion of your being jufti£ed; at leaft for a Part of the 
Foundation. Therefore it hinders your Juflification; 
and a Hii:drance it is which muft be removed, before 
you can lay the right Foundation. The right Founda- 
tion is, xioiycur Conirition (lIio' that is not your cn.vn) 
not jo//r Righteoufnefs, nothing ofyouronun: Nothing 
that is wrought in yozt by the Holy Ghoft; but it is 
fomething ^vithout you^ <vi%. the Righteoufnefs and the 
Blood of Qjrift. 

. " For this is the Word, To htm that heUe^eth on God 
that jiijlificth the Ungodly y his Faith is counted for l^ighte- 
oufnefs. See ye not, that the Foundation is nothing in 
us? There is no Conne;^ion between God and the Un- 
godly. There is no Tie to unite them. They are al- 
together fepartite from each other. They liave nothing 
}n cowmon. There is nothing lefs or more in the Un- 
gocIJy, to join them to God. Works, Righteoufnefs, 
Contrition} No. Ungodlincfs only. TYus ^tiv ^o/\^ 
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ytm \irin ky^ wht Foundation. Go (beight ix><Xnft 
With aM year •Ungodlwefs. Tdi him, Thoa whow 
fiyes ^e as a Flame of Pue iearching my Heart, ieeft 
that I am UngocUy. I plead nothing el^. 1 do not 
lay, I am himibk or contrite ; imt I am Ungodly. 
Therefore bring me to him that juftifieth the Ungodly. 
•Let thy Blood bc-the Propidetion iot me. For these is 
-nothing in me but Ungofuineft. 

^' ^re 19^ Myftefy. Hwm the wife .Man of the 
World are loft, are taken in their own Craftineft. This 
the Learned of the World cannot comprehend. It ia> 
FoolMhneie unto them : Sin is the oqiy Thing which di- 
vides Men from Gob. Sin ^ him t^t hcaivtk un- 
ideriland) i€ the oiily l^iog which uMtes f^em to God, 
X. €, the only Thing which moves the LanU) of Goo to 
iiave Comptflion upon, and by his Wood, to givo them 
Accefs to the Father. 

^ Thisiefhe Wor^rf Re€9ncftiaHon which we preach. 
This is the i oundation which never can be moved. By 
Faith we are built m>en4his Foundation: And -this Faith 
«lfo is the G4ft of God. It is hk (free Gi^, whichhe 
now and ever |pveth to V9&Y ^^^ ^^ ^ wilimg to re- 
ceive it. And when they have received this Gift ^f 
God, then their Hfarts will melt for Sorrow that have 
eflfended him. But tiiis Gift of Go » lives in the Heart, 
•not in the Head. The Faitii of tht Head, learned from 
Men or 'Books, 4s nothing worth. It brings peither 
RemiHionof ^6, nor -Peace with God. Labour then 
to believe with your whole Heart. So (hall you have 
Hedemction thro' the Blood of Chrift, So (hedl you ie 
deansM from all Sin.

Saturday 12. was t-he Iftt^Keffion-Day, when many 
Strangers were j^efent, (bme of whom came twenty or 
thirty Miles. I would gladly have fpent my Life h«re-; 
"but my Mailer calling me to labour in another Part of 
his Vineyard, on Monday 14, I was cofdh'ained to take 
my leave of this happy Place j Martin Dii6ek\ ^wL-Jk. 
few others of the Brethren, >Na\V!\!a!^H<\^ Nis^^^swx'*:^ 
Hour. OwhenlhaUTHisCWyjtiweAt^ 
MS the Waters crua- the Seal "^ "i 
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To hear, in what manner God out ofDarknefi cmh" 
mandedthis Ugbt to flntUy muft be agreeable to all thofe 
in c\'ery Nation, who can tdlify from their own Expe- 
rience, The Gracious Lord bath fo done his nuxmjellous 
ji^s, that they ought to he had in Remembrance. I (hall 
therefore here I'ubjoin the Subftance of feveral Converfa- 
tions, which I had at Hembuth^ chiefly on this Subject. 
And may many be incited hereby to give Praife unto him 
that fitteth upon the Throne ^ and unto the Lamb for ever 
and e^'er! 

It was on j4uguft lo (Old Stile) that I had an Op- 
portunity of fpending fome Hours with Chnfiian David, 
He is a Carpenter by Trade, more than Middle-aged, 
tho' I believe not fifty yet. Moft of his Words 1 un- 
derftood wellj if at any Time I did not, one of the 
Brethren who went with me, explained them in Latin, 
The Subflance of what he fpoke, I immediately after 
wrote down ; which was as follows : 

" When 1 was young, I was much troubled at hear- 
ing fome afHrm, that the Pope was Anticbrift, I read 
the Lutheran Books writ againft the Papijis^ and the Po- 
fijh Books writ againft the Lutherans, I eafily law 
that thfe Paptfts were in the Wrong j but not that the 
Lutherans were in the Right. I could not underftand 
what they meant, by being juftified by Faith, by Faith 
alone, by Faith without Works. Neither did I like 
their talking fo much of Chrift, Then I began to 
think. How can Chrifi be the Son of God? But the 
more I reafoned with my felf upon it, the more con- 
fufed I was, till at laft I loath'd the very Name of 
Chrift, I could not bear to mention it. I hated the 
Sound of it; and would never willingly have either read 
or heard it. In this Temper I left Moravia^ and wan- 
dered thro' many Countries, feeking Reft but finding 
none. 

Jn thefe Wanderings I fell among fome yews. 

Their Objeflions againft the New TelTament, threw 

me into frefh Doubts. At laft I fct my felf to read 

over the Old Tcftament, and fee if ihcPioi^hecies there- 

JW contain *J were fiiiiili'd. 1 was fQon conNmct^ xJm:^ 
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were. And thus much I gainM, A fixt B«lief, that' 
Jesus was the Christ. 

But foon after this a new Doubt arofe, Are the New 
Tcftament Prophecies fiiliill'd ? This 1 next fet my felf 
to examine. I read them carefully over, and could not 
but fee every Event anfwered the Prediftion : So that 
the more I compared the one with the other, the more 
fully I was convinced that All Scripture ^was given hy In^ 
fpiration ofGoD, 

Yet ftill my Soul was not in Peace : Nor indeed did 
I expedl it,^ till I fhould have openly renounced tiie Er- 
rors of Popery Which accordingly I did at Berlin. I 
now alfo led a very ftridl Life. I read much, and 
prayed mudi. I did all I could to conquer Sin ; yet it 
profited not ; I was ftill conquered by it. Neither found 
I any more Reft among the Lutherans^ then I did before 
among the Papifts, ' 

At length, not knowing what to do, I lifted my felf 
a Soldier. Now I thought I fhould have more Time 
to pray and read, having with me a New Teftament 
and a Hymn-Book. But in one Day both my Books 
were ftole. This almoft broke my Heart. Finding allb 
in this Way of Life all the Inconveniencies which I 
thought to avoid by it, after fix Months I returned to 
my Trade, and followed it two Years. Removing then 
to Gorlitz, in Saxony^ I fell into a dangerous Illnefs. I 
could not ftir Hand nor foot for twenty Weeks. Pa- 
ftor Sleder came to me every Day. And from him it 
was, that the Gofpel of Chrifi came firft with Power to 
my Soul, 

Here I found the Peace I had long fought in vaii\; 
for I was allured mv Sins were forgiven. Not indeed all 
at once, but by Degrees ; not in one Moment, nor in 
one Hour. For I could not immediately believe, that 
I mjas forgiven, becaufe of the Miftake I was then in 
concerning Forgivencfs. I faw not then, that the firft 
Promife lo the Children of God is. Sin Jhall no more 
reign o'ver you ; but thought, I was to feel it in me no 
more, from the Time it was forgiverv. Til'wix^'v'irt^v^- 
tho' I had the Maftery over Vt, ^<i\. \ ^'tt^'^ ^^-^^ ^> ^ 
wa5 not ibrgiven, bccauIeitftSl jiirrtd vx '^'^^'^^^^ 
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fomekimes fbrufi fire ai ntg thai 1 might fait: Becanfe 
tho* it did not reign , it did remain in me; and I was 
contintially tempteMy tho* not vvercome. This at -that 
Time threw me into many Doubts : Not underikndin^, 
that the Devil tempu^ properiy Speaking, -onfy^ tho^ 
whom he perceives to be efcaping from him. He need 
not tempt his own : For- they Re in the nmekedone (as St. 
yohn obferves) and do his Will with Greedinds. But 
thofe whom Chrift is fetting free, he tempts Day tmd 
Night, to fee if he can recover them to his Kingdom. 
Neither faw I then, that the being juftifiedy is widely 
difFcrent from the ha^g The full Affurance tf Faith. I 
TememberM not, that our Lord tcAd his Apojiles before 
his Death, Te are dean ; whereas it was «ot till maA j 
Days after it, that they were ftHy affured by the Holy 
"Ghoft then receivM, of tiieir ItaooncSiation to Gob, 
thro' his Blood. The Difference betwei^ thefe Ffuks 
trf" the Spirit, was as yet hid from me; ^ that I was 
hardly and l!owfy convinced I^iad theone, becavfe X 
had not the other. 

When I was recovered from my Hlncfs, I refblved 
to return into Moranna^ and preacn Chrift to my flela- 
lations there. Thence I came "back to QMit%y where 
I continucd'fivc Years, and there was a great^wdbening 
both in the Town and Country romttl abovt. In this 
*Space I made two mor« Journeys Into Marmna, where 
more and more came to hear me, many df whom pro- 
tois'd to come to me, wherever I was, when a Door 
Ihoiiid be openM "for "diem. 

After my Return from my third Journey, Gomtt Zwb- 
xendorf fent to Garlitz, die Minifter of Berthoidfiorfhe - 
ing dead, for Mr. lUthe who was in a Gentleman's Fa- 
,m!iy there, to be Minifter of that Place. Mr. JMU 
told him of me, and he writ to me^ to come to him, 
and when I came faid, ** liCt as many as will df yoor 
** Friends come hither; I will give them. Land to build 
** on, and Chrift wiil give them the rciL** 1 went im- 
mediately into mora*uta and told them. Goo had now 
/bund oat a 'Place for us. Ten of them followed me 
then y ten more the next Year ; one mote \tv m^ follow- 
to^ /otzniey, TheJ^afifti were nom dausC^, fcx. ;^ 
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Price upon my Head, and levell'd the Houfe I had 
lodg'd in, even with the Ground. I made however 
eleven Journeys thither in all, and conduced as many as 
defired it to this Place, the Way to which was now fo 
well known, that many more came of themfelves. 

Eighteen Years ago we built the firft Houfe. We 
chofe to be hear the great Road rather than at Bertholdf^ 
dorf (for the Count gave us our Choice) hoping we 
might thereby find Opportunities of inftmding fome that 
travePd by us. In two Years We were increased to i 50; 
when I contradled an intimate Acquaintance with, .a 
Cahinift, who after fome Time brought me over to his 
Opinion touching Elcdlion and Reprobation : And by 
me were moft of our Brethren likewife brought over to 
tlie fame Opinions. About this Time we were in great 
Straits, wherewith'fliHny were much dcj^ded. I endea- 
voured to comfort them, with the Senfe of God's Love 
towards them. But they anfwerM, " Nay, it may be 
he hath no Love towards us ; it may be we are 
not of the Eledtion ; but God hated us from Eternity, 
and therefore he has fuffcred all thefe Things to come 
upon us." The Count obferving this, defired me to 
go to a neighbouring Minifter, Paflor Sfeiffmetz, and 
talk with him fully on that Head, " Whether C6/7/ died 
** for'AU?*' I did fo, and by Him God fully convin- 
ced me of that impoitant Truth. And not long after, 
the Count defired we might all meet together, and con- 
' fider thefe Things thro'ly. We met accordingly at his 
Houfe, and parted not for three Days. We openM the 
Scriptures, and confider'd the Account whicli is given 
therein, of the whole Oeconomy of God with Man, 
from the Creation to the Confummation of all Things, 
and by the Bleffing of God we came all to one Mind ; 
particularly in that fundamental Point, that He ivs/ieib 
all Men to he fwved^ and to come to the Ktic^idedge ofkis_ 
Truth, 

Sometime after, the Jefuits told the Emperor, that

I. TXT'E believe the Church of the Bobeman and 
VV Moravian Brethren, from whom we arc de- 
fcendcd, to have been a holy and undefiled Church, as is 
owned by Luther and all other Proteftant Divines : Who 
• own alfo that ourDoftrine agrees with theirs. But our 
Difcipline they have not. 

2. But we do not reft upon the Holinefs of our An- 
ceftors : It being our continual Care, to (hew that we 
are paft from Death unto Life, by worfhipping God 
in Spirit and in Truth. Nor do we account any Man 
a Brother, unkfs he has either preferved inviolate the 
Covenant he made with God in Baptifm, or, if he has 
broken it, been bom again of God. 

3 . On the other Side, whofoever they are who being 
fprtnkled by the Eiood of Christ, are fanftificd thro* 
Faith, we receive them as Brethren, altho' in foiac 
Points they may differ from us. Not that we can re- 
nounce or give up any Doftrine of God, contained in 
Holy Writ; the leaft Part of which is dearer unto us^ 
than Thoufands of Gold and Silver. 

4. Difcipline wt Judge to be neccflary in the higheft 
Degree, for all thofe who have any Knowle<^e of di- 
vine Truth ! And we can therefore in no wnt forfake 
that, which we have receiv'd from our Forefathers. 
Yet if it fhould ever be (which God forbid) that any of 
ns fhould fpcak or aft perverfe Things, we could only 
fay, with St. Johny They tuent forth from ;//, hut ivere 
xot of us: For if they had been of «j, ihey mnuldbave 
continued ixjitb us. 

5. The publick Worfhip of God at BertboWdorA 
which we have hitherto frequented, we are the lefs aWe 

noiv to forfake, becaofe we have there an AfTcmbly of 

true Believers, a Do6bine free feom'E.ttot, wvJl ^'^^fet 

^Jio Arr//W lahuf'd much in thi fTord, is wort^j of 

doubU 
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dffuhle Homnr, Therefore we have no Caufe to form 
smy Congeeration^ feparate from this : Efpeci^ly feeing 
we both ufe that Liberty which Christ hath purchased 
for us; and fo often experience the Power of the Doc- 
trine which is taught there, and agree with the Evanjge- 
lical Proteftants (i. e. Lutherans) in all Truths of Im- 
portance. As for the controverted Points, whidi re- 
quire a fubtle Wit, we either are ignorant of them, or 
defpife them. 

6. The Name of Brethren and Siflers we do not re- 
jed, as being agreeable both to Scripture and to Chri- 
ftian Simplicity. But we do not approve of being call'd 
by the ^4amc of any Man : As knowing, *wf have om 
Father y even Him nvhich is in Heteven, 

In 1732 we were again required to give an Account 
of ouHeiveis. This was then done, in the Manner fol- 
lowing. 

jin Estra^ of the Letter wrote hy the Chtirch 
of Hernhuth, to the Prtjident of Uppef 
Lufdtia, ^4 Jan. 1732. 

I. "jVy^^^ ^^^ ^^ ignorant of the Religion of our 
XN| -Ancefton, who have read the Hiftory of John 
Hufs. Some of his Followers endeavour'd to repel 
Force by Force. The reft, having better learn'd 
Christ, obtained leave of George ToMrady King of 
Bohemiay to retire and live apart. Retiring accordingly 
in the Year 1453, to a Place on the Borders of Silejia 
and Moranna, they lived in Peace, till the Time of Lu- 
ther and Cahirty with both of whom, as with theip Fol- 
lowers, they maintained a friendly Intercourfe, efpeci • 
ally when by the Providence of God, they were placed 
among thofe of either Opinion. 

2. In tife Year 1 699, Damd Erncfi Jahlonjky, Grand- 
fon to Amos Comefiius the laft Bifliop of the Moramian^^ 
was eonfecrated Bifhop of the xxivke^'&x^^^^.^'v^^^^^* 
*oia, Bohemia and Poland^ m a. ^^xvo^ \t^^^ ^^'^ 
bled. To him Count Zi naenibrf ^v^'v'^<te^, ^-^^ ^ 
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whofe Doflrine they approved, as nevcrthelefs to retain 
their antient Difcipline. His entire Approbation of 
this, fiiihop Jablonjky teftified to the Count in feveral 
Letters. 

3 . It mvifl be acknowledg'd, that many of our Ancef- 
tors, about the Beginning of the Reformation, firom 
Fear of Man, did not openly confefs the Truth. And 
hence it was that the Romlfi? Pallors bore with them ; 
being little concerned what their private Opinions were. 
But hence it alfo was, that continually ' ufing Diflimuhh 
tion, and not walking in Simplicity, they were no lon- 
ger fervent in Spirit, as of old Time, neither could they 
find any Peace to their Souls. 

4. It was in the Year 171 5. that a Soldier of the 
Emperor's, lately difcharged came to Sehly a Village of 
which the Jefuits are Lords, and began to talk with 
Auguftin Neujer and his Brother. He fharply reproved 
their Hypocrify, in pretending to be Romaniftsj and 
diffembling the true Faith. Yet they confer d loitb Fli^ 
and Blood, till the Year 1722. when at length they 
Ibrfook all, and retired into Upper Lufatia, They left 
their three Brothers behind them, who were foon after 
caft into Prifon, and greivoufly perfecuted by the Papifli ; 
fo tliat as foon as ever a Door was open'd, they alfo left 
all, and followed their Brothers into Lufatia : The fame 
did many others foon after, as finding no Safety, either 
for Body or Soul m their own Country : Whence about 
tlic fame Time, Michael and Martin Lianer, and the 
Hahedands were diiven out, with ther Families, after 
having fufFc; ed the Lofs of all Things, for not conform- 
ing .0 the Romijh Worfhip, and for receiving thofe they 
cali'd Ilereticks j-ito their Houfes, 

5. But I lie Brethren at Kuhne^ald vftrt treated with 
flill greater Severity. All their Books were taken a- 
way ; they were compelled by tlie moft exquifite Tor- . 
ments, to conform to the Popijh Superflitions and Ido- 
latries ; and in the End caft into, and kept in, the moft 
Jouthfomc Priibns: Wnereby Da*vid Schneider y the 
JV/'//c/j//iafis, and many others, y/lic conftiaiiVd alfo to 
leave their Countxy^ and all dial diey Yiad, TYv-tfe ^x^

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the plain Reafons of our leaving Moravia^ of which 
your Excellency defired an Account from us. ' * 

In the mean Time we found a great Remifsnels of 
Behaviour had crept in among us. And indeed the fame 
was to be found in mofl of thofe round about us, whe- 
ther Lutherans or Cahvinijis, fo infiiling on Faith, as to 
forget, .at Icaft in PradUce, both Holinefs and good 
Works. 

. Obferving this terrible Abufe of preaching Christ 
given for uj, we began to infift more than ever, on 
Christ li'ving in us. All our Exhortations and Preach- 
ing turned on this > we fpoke, we writ, of nothing elfe. 
Our conilant Inquiries were, " Is Christ formM in 
you? Have you a new Heart ? ]s your Soul nenewcd 
in the Ima<;c of God ? Is the v/hole Body of Sin de- 
ftroy'd in you ? Are you fully aflfurcd, beyond all 
Doubt or Fear, that you are a Child of God ? In 
what Manner and at what Moment did you receive that 
full Allurance ? . If a Man could not anfwcr all thelc 
Queflions,. we judg'd he had no true Faith. Nor would 
we permit any to receive the Lord's Supper among us, 
'till he cou'd. . 

In this Pcrfwafion we were, when I went to Groen • 
Ltnd, five Years ago. There I had a Corrci'pondence 
by Letter with a Danijh Minifter, on the Head of J uni- 
fication. And it pleafed God to Ihow me by him (tho' 
he was by no Means a Holy Man, but openly guilty of 
grofs Sins) That we had now lean'd too much to this 
Hand, and were ruh into another Extreme: That 
Christ in us and Christ /or »j, ouglis indeed to be 
both infiOed on j but firll and principully Christ for 
us, as being the Ground of all. I now clearly faw, wc 
ought not to infill on any Thing we/^f/, any more than 
any Thing v/e doy as if it were neccflary previous to 
Juilification, or the Remiflion of Sins. I faw, that 
leaft of all ought we fo to infift on the full Aflurance of 
Faith, or the Deflrudlion of the Body of Svx^ -axv^^lsss. 
Extihftibn oi all its Motions ; a& xo t^O^-A^. ^^^^ ^"^^ 
bad not attained this from tVie l.o^Ii^^^V^^s.- ^'^ ^^ 
deny that they lud any Fm\v ^x. ;v\\. \ ^"^^^^ J|, 
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ceivMy this full AiTurance was a diftiiid: Gifb from 
Jollifying Faith^ and often not given 'till long. after it: 
And that Jufliiication does not imply, that Sin fhould 
not Jlir in us, but only that it fhould not Qnifteer, 

And now firft it was, that I had that full AiTurance 
of my own Reconciliation to God, thro' Christ. 
For many Years I had had the Forgivenefs of my Sins, 
and a Meafure of the Peace of God ; but I had not 
'till now, that Witnefs of his Spirit, which (huts out 
all Doubt and Fear. In all my Trials I had always a 
Confidence in Christ, who had done fo great I'hings 
for me. But it was a Confidence mixt with Fear : I 
was afraid, I had not done enough. There was always 
fomething dark in my Soul 'till now. But now th6 
clear Light fhined : And I faw that what 1 had hitherto 
fo conftantly infilled on, the doing fo much znA feel- 
ing ^o much, the long Repentance and Preparation for 
Believing, the bitter Sorrow for Sin, and that deep 
Contrition of Heart which is found in fome, were by 
no Means efTential to Juftification. Yea, that wherever 
the free Grace of God is rightly preached, a Sinfter in 
the full Career of his Sins, will probably receive it, 
and be juilified by it, before one who iniifb on fuch 
previous Preparation. 

A. At my Return to Hernhuth, I found it difficult at firil, 
to make my Brethren fenfible of this, or to periuade 
them not to infift on the AiTurance of Faith, as a ne- 
ceffary Qualification for receiving the Lord's Supper. 
But from the Time they were convinced, which is now 
three Years fmce, we have all chiefly infilled on Christ 
gi'venfor us : This we urge as the principal Thing, which 
if we rightly believe, Christ willfurely ht formed in us. 
And this preaching we have always found to be accom- 
panied with Power, and to have the Bleffing of God 
following it. By this. Believers receive a fteddy Pur- 
pofe of Heart, and a more unlhaken Refolution, to 
indure with a free and chearful Spirit whatfbcver our 
Lord is pleas'd to lay upon them.

" The Church of Morama was once a gTcMious Church . 
But it is now covered with thick Darkiiefs. It is about 
fixteen Years ago, . that I began to feek for Light. I 
had a ne>v Teilament which I conftahtly read : Upon 
which I ofton faid to my felf, " This fays, I ought to 
be.Humble and Meek and Pure in Heart. How comes 
k that 1 am not fo?" I went to the beft Men I knew, 
and aik'd, " Is not this the Word of God? And if fo, 
ought I not to be fuch as this requires, both in Heart 
and Life?'' They anfwerM, " The firft Chrirtians in- 
deed were ilich j but it was impoffible for us to be fo 
perfeft." This Anfwer gave me no Satisfadion. I 
knew God cou'd not mock his Creatures, by requiring 
of them what he faw it was impoffible for them to per- 
form. I aflcM others, but had ftill the fame Anfwer, 
which troubled me more and more. 

About fourteen Years ago, I was more than ever con- 
vinced, that I was wholly different from what God re- 
qired me to be. I confulted his Word again and again ; 
but it fpoke nothing but Condemnation j till at lad t 
cou'd not read, nor indeed do any thing elle, having 
no Hope and no Spirit left in me. I had been in this 
State for fcveral Days, when being mufing by my felf, ^ 
thofe Words camelbongly into my Mind, Gqd fo lo<ved 
ihi World, that he gave bis only begotten Son, to tbe End 
that all ivbo believe in him, Jkovdd not perijh hut harve 
iverlafiing Li/e,^^ I thought, ** JllP. Then I am one. ^ 
Then ne is given for me. But I am a Sinner. And he 
came to fave Sinners." Immediately my JBurden drop'd 
off, and my Heart was at reft. * 

But the full Affarance of Faith I had not yet ; nor . 
for the two Years I continued in Moravia, When I 
was driven out thence by the Jefuitr, I retired hither, 
and was foon after received into the Church. And here • 
after foihe Time it pleas'd our Lord to manifeil him- 
felf more clearly to my Soul, and give, me that full 
Senfe of Acceptance in Him, which excludes all Doubc 
and Fear.

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Sins, and a full Aflurance of that Forgivenefs. Yet in 
many he works as he did in me : Giving firfl the Re- 
in ifllon of Sins, and after fome Weeks or Months or 
Years, the full AfTurance of it. 

This great Truth was farther confirmed, to me the 
next Day by the Converfation 1 had with Dauid NUfcb- 
tnan, one of the Teachers or Paftors of the Church ; 
who expreft himfclf to this Effed : 

" In my Childhood I was very ferious; but as I 
grew up was fo carelefs, that at eighteen Years old, I 
had even forgot to read. When I found this, I was 
flartlcd. I ioon learned again; and then fpent much 
Time in Reading and Prayer. But I knew notliing of 
my Heart, 'till about the Age of twenty -fix. I bought 
a Bible, and began to read the New Teflament. The 
farther 1 read, the more I was condemned. 1 found 
a Law which I did not, could not keep. I had a Will 
to avoid all Sin : But the Power I had not. I continu- 
ally Itrove ; but was continually conquered. 1'he 
Thing wliich / ^would I did not ; but what I njnould not 
have done that I did. In this Bondage I was, when I 
fell into a Fit of Sickncfs ; during my Recovery from 
U'hich I felt a llronger Defire than ever, to avoid all 
Sin. At the fame Time 1 felt the Power. And Sin- 
no lonj^er reigned over me. 

C^. • But foon after I fell into grievous Temptations, which 
made me very uncafy. For tho' I yielded not to them, 
yet they returned again aiid again, as faft as they were 
conquered. Tlien it came into my Mind, ** I take alt 
this Pains to ferve Cjod. What if there be no God ? 
How do I know there is ? " And on this I mufed more 
and more, 'till I faid in my Heart, ** There is no 

^ God!'' 

In this State I was when I came to Hernhuth^ about 

fourteen Years ago. And every Day for a full Year, 

from Morning to Night, I groan'd under this Unbelief. 

Yet I pra)X'd continually, unbelieving as I was ; parti-. 

culnrlv one Sumiayy ivhcn being in the Church of Befth- 

^Mf/a/yi and quite weary of hearing Co m>\eYi oi 'W\ta, 

^Jw/c' very Being I did not bcUcvc,- 1 \c\icxnftnx\v ^^^ » 
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'* O God, if thou be a God, thou muft manifcft 
thy lelf, or I cannot believe it. " Jn walking home, I 
thought of an Expreffion of Paftor Rothe's, ** Only /up- 
poje thefe Things are fo : Sufpo/e there be a God. '* I 
faid to my felf, " Well, I will, I ^fuppofe it. " Im- 
mediately I felt a fbange Sweetnefs in my Soul, which 
increafed every Moment 'till the next Morning : And 
from that Time, if alf the Men upon Earth, and all 
the Devils in Hell had join'd in denying it, J could not 
have doubted the Being of a God, no, not for one 
Moment. This firlt Sweetnefs laftcd for fix Weeks, 
without any Intermiflion. ^ 

I then fell into Doubts of another Kind. I believed 
in God; but not in Christ. I open'd my Heart to 
Martin Ddher, who ufed many Arguments with me, 
but in vain. For above four Years, I found no Reft, 
by Reafon of this Unbelief: *Till one Day, as I was 
fitting in my Houfe, defpairing of any Relief, thbfe 
Word5 fhotinto me, ** God ^was in Christ, reconciling 
the World to him/elf. '' I thought, " Then God and 
Christ are one. " Immediately my Heart was iiird 
with Joy; and much more at the Remembrance of 
thefe Words which I now felt 1 did believe. " The 
Wordfwas ^witb God, and the IVord loas God, uind 
the JVordioas made Flejhy andduoelt among us. 

Yet in. a few Days I was troubled again. I believed 
Christ was the Saviour of the World. But I could 
not call him ny Saviour, neither did I believe. He 
^woald fave me. And one Day, as I was walking acrois 
the. Square, that Text came ftrongly into my Mind, 
** The Unbelieving Jhall han)e their Part in the Lake 'which i' 
humeth ivith Fire and Brimfione, ' ' I returned home, 
-terrified beyond Expreffion, and inftantly began crying 
out to our Saviour, telling him,, ** I deferved no lefs 
than Hell, and gave lay felf up, if it were his Will, 
to fuffcr what I had deferved. " In a Moment I found, 
a Gleam of Hope, that He ^ould have Meicy evea 
on me» 

Bat this in a Ihort Time vani(hedvir^^ v'»^^'«^i^'^' 
' €a(iae{s returned again . Masvy tsviista?* oxw" \ xj^^ ^^^^ia^^^ 
metiatliad^ but I knew I ViaA t«:s. ^xv^^^^ 
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Christ. For I had no Confidence in him; nor could 
1 -lay hold upon him as my Saviour. Indeed readi ig 
one Day (in Anidt\ True Chriftianity) *' That if aU 
the Sins of all the Men upon Earth were joined in one 
Man, the Blood of Christ was fufficient to cleanfe 
that Man from aU Sin: " I felt for a Time Comfort 
and Peace : But it was but for a rime, and then I was 
overwhclm'd as before with Sadnefs and Unbelief And 
I was opprefl almoft beyond my Strength, when * a 
Year ago 1 went into this little Wood. At firft I was 
tempted to break out into Impatience; but then I 
thought, our Saviour knows bell; nor would he fuffer

The j^c count given of him «when in the Midft of theft 
Doubts and Fears, in a Treatife «wrote by one of the Bre- 
thren, and publiJF din the Year 1735, ^wts in the follovi- 
ing Words: 

** The Third of our Teachers is a Shoemaker, a Mora- 
vian, an Ifraclitc indeed, in whom there is no Guile, 
iKfho has a good Tefifnony of all the Brethren, This Mmt 
endeavours in the moft pathetick Manner to inculcati true 
Sincerity and Uprightnefs of Heart : Jlnd ackttovjledges his 
C'lvn Mifcry and Corruption firft, before hi applies himfelf 
to others. He then endeavours to beat dov(jn allthefalfe 
'Refts and deceitful Supports in the Chriftian Warfare, He 
declarer hov) one ought to cdme to Chrift, (viz.) njuitb an 
humble Spirit vuithout Self flattery, fiot being ajhamed to 
coifefs our Si^is ; nor yetjlanding fill or dvjelling too long 
»/c// Ci/w^/ai/ti/tg of our Deprofuity and Mifery ; but taking 
C^///vr^i' /c? *vfnfurc on the Grace ©/"God, in ^^^cvSsJ\SsiRx\ 
^^f^/c^^////„^ u/on /jm in Tears and in ?ra;^tri , till fci «vc»»gt 
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' this Trouble to continue fo long, if he did not fee it 
was good for me. I dcliver'd my felf wholly into his 
Hands, to difpofe of according to his good Pleafurc. 
In that Hour I favv, that all who believe in Him, are 
reconciled to God thro' his Blood, and was aflured, 
that was thereby reconciled, and numbred among the 
Children of God. And from that Hour, I have had 
no Doubt, or Fear, but all Peace and Joy in Believ- 
ing. " 

Some of the Circumftances of this uncommon Rela- 
tion, were made more dear to me, by the Account I re- 
ceiv'din: the Afternoon from a Student at Hernhutb^ Al* 
binus Tbeodorus Peder» 

** I (faid he) for three Years fought againfl Sin with 
all my Might, by Falling and Prayer and all the other 
Means of Grace. But Xiowithllanding all my Endea- 
vours, I gain'd no Ground j Sin ftill prevailed over me; 
. till at lail, not knowing what to do farther, I was on 
the very Brink of J)efpair. Then it was that having.no 
other Kefuge left, I Aed to my Saviour as oiie la& and 
undone, and that had no Hope, but in his Power and 
itt^ Mercy. In that Moment I found my Heart at reft, 
in good Hope that my Sins were forgiven ; of which , 
I had a ilronger AfTurance fix Weeks after, when I re- 
ceiv'd the Lord's Supper here. But I dare not affirm, 
I am ar^Child of Gqd ;; neither have I the Seal of the 
Spirit. Yet I go on quietly doing my Saviour's Will, 
taking Shelter in his Wounds, from all Trouble and Sin, 
and knowing he will perfedt his Work in his own 
Time." 

Martin Dober, when I defcribed my State to him, 
faid, "He had known very many Believers, who if afk'd 
the Qucftion, would not have dared to affirm, that tlxey 
'Wei^ the Children of God. And he added, It is very 
common for Perfons to receive Rcmiffion of Sins, or 
J^ftifkation thro^ Faith in the Blood of Cbrijf, before 
tj^ey recdve the full AiTucance oC ^^\^iv^ >*i\L\^^w 
mahy Times wi^i-holds, till \i^ Wi xf\^^^Ve^^<^ 
will woA together withKiia/mxiia'U*^^ ^^ x^aa^^^:^ 
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Nor IS there any need (continued he, Doher) to incite 
any one to fcek that AiTurance by teUinj* him, ihe Faith 
he has, is notl.ing. This will Lie mo;,' ij'.,lv o d»ivc 
him to Defpair, than to encourage h:iti c -^vc^/- -V/iWcjrd. 
His fmgle iiuiinels, who has rece.>rM \ .c i;rft Gift is, 
credendo credere ^ in cred,ndo pet/c jerati (to believe on, 
and to hold faft that wJicreunto he nati; aiainM) To go 
on, doing his Lord's Will, according to tlie Ability 
God hath already given j chearfully : nd fai.I.fjily to ufe 
what he has receivM, without Solicitude for the reft." 

In the Converfation I afterwards had with Auguftine 
Neufer a Knife -fmith, (another of the Paftors or 
Teachers of the Church, about fixty Years of Age) as 
alfo with his Brothers, Wen/el, and Hantz Neuffer^ the 
Nature of True Faith and Salvation was yet &rther ex- 
plained to me. 

Auguftine Neuffer fpoke to this 'ESeGt : 

"By Experience I know, that we cannot be juftified 
'thro' the Blood of Cbrifty till we feel that all our Righ- 
teonfnefs and good Works avail nothing "towards out 
Juftification. Therefore what Men call a Good Idfe^ 
is commonly the greateft of all Hindrances to their 
coming to Christ. For it will not let them fee, that 
they are loll, undcme Sinners ; and if (hey fee not this, 
they cannot come unto him. 

Thus it was with me. I led a good Life from a 
Child. And this was the great Hindrance to my com- 
ing to Christ. For, abounding in good Works, and 
diligently nfmg ^1 the Means of Grace, I perfoaded my 
fclf for thirteen or fourteen Years, that all was well, and 
I could not fail of Salvation. " And yet, I cannot fay,. 
my Soul was at reft , even tiH the Time when God 
flifwed me clearly, that my Heart was as corrupt, not- 
withftanding all my good Works, as that of an Adul- 
terer or Murderer. Then my Self-dependence wkher*(L 
away. I wanted a Saviour, and fled naked to hiiri,. 
And in him I found true Keft to my Soiil, being fiiU^r^ 
M/Tared, that all my Sins were forgiven. Ycvl cactvtviojt 
'cli Che Hoar or Day, when I ferft tcc«ived<k»i^^ KV 
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furance. For it \vt\s not given me at firft, neither at 
once; but grew up in me by Degrees. But from the 
Time it was confirmed in me, I have never loft it j hav- 
ing never fmce doubted, no, not for a Moment." 

What Wenfel Ncajfer f:iid, was as follows : 

** From a Child I had many Fits of Serioufncfs, and" 
was often uneafy at my Sins : This Uncafinefii was much 
increafed about fifteen Years fmce by the preaching of 
Chrijlian David, I thought the Way to get Eafe was, 
to go and live among the Lutho-ans, whom I fuppofed 
to be all good Chriilians. But I foon found they, as 
well as the Pafifts, were carnal, worldly-minded Men'. 
About thirteen Years ago I came from among them to 
Hcrnhuihi but was ftill as uneafy as before : Which I 
do not wonder at now (tho' I did then) for all this 
Time, tho' I faw clearly, I could not be faved, but by 
the Death of Christ, yet I did not truft in that onfy 
for Salvation, but depended on my own Righteoufbcls 
dlfo^ as the joint Condition of my Acceptance. 

After I was fettled here, feeing the great Diveriity 
of Sefts wherewith we were furrounded, I began to 
doubt whether any Religion was true ? For half a Year 
thefc Doubts perplext me greatly ; and I was often juft 
on the Point of calling off all Religion and returning 
to the World. The Fear of doing this threw me into- a 
deeper Concern than ever I had been in before. Nor 
couM I find how to efcape, for the more I llruggledi 
the more I was intangled. I often reflected on my forir 
'mer Courfe of Life, as more defirable than this. And one 
Day, in the Bittemefs of my Soul, befought our bleffed 
Saviour, " At leafl to rellore me to that State, which 
■I was in before I left Mora^viay In that Moment he 
jnanifefted himfelf to me, fo that I could lay hold on 
iiim as my Saviour, and (hewed me, it \%ofdy the Blood 
of Christ which deanfcth us from all Sin. This was 
ten .Years fince, and from that Hour, I have tvci^ VaA. 
one Doubt of my Accei^mce. ' "^fieWcx^^ ^ns^ "^ss^ 
rran(port& o\ Joy. Nor Vuid 1 v^VttvV^ ^vs&^t-j^^ 
himfdlfanto me. Only 1 wdX tem^xx^^^ > "^^"^ ^^^ 
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feftation of himfcif was like a cool, refreftiing Wind, 
to one that is fainting away with fultry Heat. And 
ever fmce my Soul has been fweetly at reil, de&ring no 
other Portion in Earth or Heaven.'* 

•* I was awakenM (faid Hantz NeuJ}r ] by my 
Grandfather when a Child, and by him carefully in- 
ftruded in the New Tellament. I married young, and 
being from that Time weak and fickly, was the more 
carnelt to work out my Salvation : And nineteen or 
twenty Years ago, I had a llrong Confidence in our Sa- 
viour, and was continually warning others againft truft- 
ing in thcmfeives, in their o\vn Righteoufnefs or good 
Works. Yet I was not free from it my felf. I did not 
trail in him o?i/y for Acceptance with God. And hence 
it was, that not building on the right Foundation, the 
Blood and Righteoufnefs of Christ alone, I could not 
gain a full Vidlory over jny Sins, but fometimes conquered 
them, and fometimes was conquerM by them. And 
therefore I had not a full or conftant Peace, tho' I was 
commonly eafy, and hoping for Mercy. 

Sexteen Years ago (on Sahirday next) I came to my 
Brother Augujlin at Hernthtub. There was then only 
one little Houfe here. Here 1 continued eight Years in 
much the fame State, thinking I truded in Christ 
alone ; but indeed trufting partly in His and partly in 
my own Righteoufnefs. I was walking one Day in 
this little Wood, when God difcover'd my Heart to 
me. I faw I had ^tiH tliat Hour truf^d in my own 
Righteoufnefs, and at the. fame Time, that I had no 
Righteoufnefs at all, being altogether corrupt and abot 
minable, and fit only for the Fire of HeU. At this 
Sight I fell into bitter Grief, and an horrible Dread 
overwhelmed me, expelling nothing (as I faw I dei 
ferved nothing elfe) but to be fwallow'd up in a Mo- 
ment. In that Moment I beheld the Lamb of God, 
taking away my Sins. And from that Time I have 
had Redemption thro' his Blood, and full Aflurance of 
2t. J have that Peace in him which never faib, and 
tvJj/ch ndmits of no Doubt or Feat. ludeed I am but 
n IJnlc one in Christ ; therefore 1 .can itccw^ «4 >j^ 
W //tt/e of him. Bat rrom his Fuljicfe 1 VttWft tiana^v. 
^^ fpraiib him, and am fatisfied. '\ 
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In the three or four following Days t had an Oppor* 
tunity of talking with Zacharias Neuffer (Coufin to 
H/f/ttzJ Diwid Schwider, Chriftoph Demuthy Ar*vid Grar- 
din (now at Conftanthiople) and fevcral others of the 
moil experienced Brethren. I believe no Prefece k 
needful to the Account they gave of God's Dealings 
with their Souls, which I doubt not will flir up many, 
thro' his Grace, to glorify their Father *which is in 
Heaven. 

" I was bom (faid Zacharias NetiJJfer) on the Bor^* 
ders of Morepvia^ and was firfl awaken'd by my Codin 
Wenfely who foon after carried me to hear Mr. Stein-* 
mttZi a Lutheran Minider, about thirty EngHJh Miles 
off, 1 was utterly aftonilh'd. The next Week I went 
again : After which, going to him in private, I open'd 
my Heart, and told him all my Doubts, thofe efpecial* 
ly concerning Popery. He ofFer'd to receive me into 
Communion with him, which I gladly accepted of; 
and in a fliort Time after I received the Lord's Supper 
from his Hands. While I was receiving, I felt Christ 
had di^ for me, I knew I was reconciled to God. 
And all the Day I was overwhelm 'd with Joy, having 
thofe Words continually on my Mind, This Da^ is SaK 
wation come to my Houfe: I alfo am a Son of Abrahat/t, 
This Joy I had continually for a Year and a half, and 
my Heart was full of Love to Christ. 

After this I had Thoughts of leaving Mora*via. I 
was convinced, it would be better for my Soul. Yet I 
would not do it, becaufe I got more Money here than 
I could elfewhere. When 1 reflected on this; lifaid to 
my felf, " This is mere Covetoufnefs. But if I am- 
Covetous, I am not a Child of God." Hence I fell 
into deep Perplexity, nor could I find any Way to efcape 
out of it. In this Slavery and Mifery I was for five 
Years; at the End of whicih I fell fick: In my Sickneis 
my Heart was fet at Liberty, and Peace returned to my 
Spul. Lnow prayed earpelHy to God, to reftore my* 
Health, that I might leave Mormia. He did reftora 
it, and 1 immediately removed xo HcrWbut\» . ^s&vsx 
had been here a Quarter o^ «^\e2c^> \:ti^v:>i\a*.^^«a^« 
one Day, upon the Nature ot-^^iieO&w^Wk^- ^ 
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I- had not experienced what' he defcribed, and was 
greatly terrified. 1 went to my Coufin Wenfel^ who 
advifed me to read over the 3d, 4th and 5 th Chapters 
of tlie Epiflle to the Romans. 1 <lid fo. I had read ' 
them an hundred Times before, ytt now they ajf^ear'd 
quite new, and gave fuch a Sight of God's jullifying 
the Ungodly, as I never had had before. On Sunday 1 
went to Cnurch at Bertholdsdorf, and \\ hile we were fiag- 
ing thofe Words, ** Wer glauben nuch //? Jefum Chrill." 
{we believe alfoin 7c/«i Qhhft) I clearly faw him as my 
Saviour. I wanted immediately to be alone, and to. 
pour .out my Heart before him. My Soul was filled 
with Thinkfiihiefs, and with a ftill, . loft, quiet Joy, 
fuch as it is impoifible to exprefs. I had full Alfurance 
that my Bclo'ved'was mine, andlivas his^ which has ne- 
ver ceafed to this Day. 1 fee by a clear Light, what 
is pleafing to him, and I do it continually in Love. I 
receive daily from him Peace and Joy ; and I have no- 
thing to do but to praife him." 

, I'he moft material Part of David Schneider^ s Account 
now was this : 

" Bothmy Father and Mother fear'd God, and care- 
fully inftruded me in the Holy Scriptures. I was from 
a Child earnelUy defirous to follow their Inftruftions, 
and more fo after my Father's Death. Yet as I grew 
up, many Sins got the Dominion over me : Of which 
God began to give me. a Senfe, by the preaching of 
Paftor Stdnmehc ; who fpeaking one Day of Drunken- 
nefs, to which I was then addidlad, 1 was fo griev'd and 
afhamed, |hat for feveral Days I could not bear to look 
any one in the Face. It pleafed God afterwards tO: 
give me, tho' not all at once, a Senfe of my other both 
outward and inward Sins. And before the Time of my 
coming out of Moravia, I knew that my Sins were for- 
given. Yet I can't fix on any particular Time, when I 
knew this firft. For I did not clearly know it at once: 
God having always done every Thing in my Soul by 
I^grees, 
When I was aSout twentyrfix, I was |^ft in Spirit 
fo exhort and in/lruft my Brethrea. Accotdvcv^y toscwj • 
^^iAcm met at my Houfe, to rc^4, V^Y> ^'^ ^'^^'?» 



ffalms. They dually came about ten or efcven, and 
ftay'd till one or two in the Morning. When Chriftian 
David csLme to us, we were much quickeri^d and com- 
forted, and our Number greatly increase. We were 
undifturbed for two Years. But then the Pafifts wer» 
inform^ of our Meeting. Inunedis'tely Search was 
made. All our Books were fei2*d, and we were or- 
dered to appear befoie the ConMory. I was examined 
mary Times; was imprifon'd, released and imprifon'd 
again five T'imes in one Year. At laft I was adjudged 
to pay fifty Rix-dollars, and fuffer a Year's imprUbn- 
ment. But upon a Re-hearing, the Sentence was 
changed, and I was ordered to be fent to the Gallies. 
Before this Sentence was executed, I efcapcd out of Pri- 
fon, and came to Sorau in Silefia, Many of my Bre- 
thren followed me, and here for near ten Years I taught 
the Children in the Orphan -Houfe. I foon fent for 
my Wife and Children. But the Maglftratcs had 
jull then order" d, thr.t tlie Wives and Children of all 
thofe who had fled, fliould be taken int^) {xSt Cuftod/, 
'I'he' Night before this Order was to be executed, Ihe 
efcapcd and came to Sorau. 

Soon after, fome of my Uretliren who had been there, 
preft me much to remove to Hemhuth : Chrijiian DofvU^ 
m particular, by whofe continued Importunity, I was 
at length brought to rcfolve upon it. But all my Bre- 
thren at Sorau were ftill as ftrongly againft it, as I my 
fclf had formerly been. For a whole Year I was ftrug- 
gling to break from them, or to perfuade them to go too. 
Audit coft me move Pains to get from Sorau, than it 
had done 10 leave •iritfrtf«i;/tf. 

At ieiigih 1 broke loofe and came to Hemhutby which 
was about three Yr^i. a^o. Finding I could fcarceliib- 
fjft my Frmily here by hard Ladbour, whereas at Sorau 
all Things were provided for me, I grev/ very uneafy. 
The more uneafy I v. as, the more my Brethren rcfrain'd 
from my Company ; f b that in a (hort Tin^e 1 was left 
quite alOQC. Then I was in deep Difb-efs indeed. Sin 
revived and ahnoft got the Ma^tr^ onwt^'c.* ^xsx'd^ 
all W^ys, but found no HeJij, lii Okvs TW»r:^TL'^^ax^ 
/ was aiont a Year ago, v/lim xVft^ttCwwa. o&^^^ 
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conceniing me, and were thereby direftedto admit 
nic to the Lord's Table. And from that Hour my 
Soul received Comfort, and I was more and more ^- 
fured tliat I had an Advocate with the Father, and that 
I was fully reconciled to God by his Blood." 

Chrijlcpb Demuth fpoke to this Effect : 

*' My Father was a pious Man from his Youth. He 
carefully inflruded all iiis Children. I was about fifteen 
when he died. A little before he died, having been all 
bis Life-time under the Law, he received at onceRemiffion 
of Sins, and the full Witnefs of the Spirit. He call' d 
ns to him and faid, '* My dear Children, let your whole ■ 
IVuil be in the Kood of Christ. Seek Salvation in 
this, and in this alone, ^^ he will ihew you the fame 
Mercy he has to me. Yea, ard he will ihew it to 
many of your Relations and Acquaintance, when his 
Time is come. 

From this Time till I was twenty-feven Years old, 
I v/as more and more zealous in feeking Christ. 1 
then removed into Silejia, and married. A Year after 
I was much preft in Spirit, to return and vifit my Bre- 
thren in Mora^via. I didfo. We had the New Tella- 
ment, cur Mora^ia7i liymns, and two or thrte Lutheran 
Books . We read and, fung and prayed togetlier, and were 
much ilrengthen'd. One Day as we were together at my 
Houfe, one knock'dat the Door. I open'd it, and it was 
TLjcftdt. He faid, " My dear Demutby I know you are a 
good Man, and one that inllruft and exhort your Friends. 
1 mull lee what Books you have." And going into the 
inner Room, he found the Teftament and the reft toge- 
ther. He took them all away ; nor did we dare to hin- 
der him. I'he next Day we were fummon'd before the 
ConfJlory, and after a long Examination, ordered to 
appear in the Church before the Congregation on tJic 
following Sunday, lliere they read a long Confeilion 
of Faith,- and afterwards bid us fay, " In Hie Name of 
the Fiithcr, and of the Son, a^d of the Holy Gb oft." 
He Jid to, tho'' not knowing, vv\\att\\e7 lafc^xct. They 
then told us, " We had abivxreCl t\\c Lutberan'£*t\^'a^ 
^2d aiUcd tJie Wcflcd Tr'uuty to v^iiucfe, \:k^^^ ^Sssx- 
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ed to that Confeflion of Faith." My Heart funk with- 
in me when I heard it. I went Home, but could fmd 
no Reft. I tJiought 1 had now denied my Saviour, and 
could expeft no more Mercy from him. 1 could not 
bear to llay in Morufvia any longer, but imnuxliately 
returned into Silijta. There I continued fix Year?, but 
there too I was perpetually terrified with the Thoughfs 
of what I had done. I often enquired after my Brethren 
whom I had left in Afortw/a. Some of them I heaid 
were thrown into Prlfon, and otliirs efcnped to a iiriie 
Village in Lufiitia cdled Hn-fdutb. I wilh'd I could 
go to that Place my felf, and at lull meeting with one 
who had the fame Defire, we agreed to go togtUier. 
But our Defign being difcoverM, he was jippreheiided 
and thrown into l^rifon. ^ Expei^in?; the ihnie 'IVeat- 
ment, 1 earneftly prayed, "'I'iiatGon would (hew n:e 
a Token for Good.*' Immediaicly my Soul w**b lil/d 
with Joy, and I was ready, to go to I'liion or to Death. 

'l\\0 Days palVd, and no Man alk'd me any Que- 
flion; wiicn doubling, what I ought to do, I went in- 
to a neiglibouring Wood, and going into a little Cave, 
fell on my Face Smd prayed, " Lord, thou fceft I aiA 
ready to do what thou wilt. U it be thy Will Ifhould 
be call into Prifon, thy Will be done. If it be thy Will, 
tiiat I fflould leave my Wife and Children, I am ready. 
Only (hew me thy Will." Immediately I heard a loud 
Voice faying, ** Fort ^ fort, firt'^ (Goon, go on) I 
rofe joyful and fatisficJ ; went home and told my Wife, 
•' It was Goi>'s Will 1 (hould now leave her; but that 
I hoped to return in a ihort Time, and take her and my 
Children with me." I went out of the Door, and 
in tiiat Moment was fill'd with Peace and Joy and 
Comfort. 

We had above two hundred Miles to go (thirty-five 
-German) and neither I» nor my Friend who went with 
me, had one Krcuizfr*, But God provided I'hings 
convenient for us, fo that in all the Way we wanted 
nothing.

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In this Jooriiey God gave me the foil A/Tarartcc that 

tr.y Sins were ftnrgiven. This was twelve Years ago, 

' and ever fince, it hsa been confuin^d more and xjiore^ by 

my receiving from him eveiy Day fre/h Supplies of 

Strength and Comibit. 

By comparing my Experience with that of others, 
you may perceive, how different Ways God leads dif- 
ferent Souls. But tho* a Man fhould be led in a Way 
different from that of all other Men, yet if his Eye be 
at ail Times &xz on his Saviour, if his conflant Aim be 
to do his Will ; if all his Deiires tend to him ; if in all 
Trials he can draw Strength from him i if he fly to him 
in all Troubles, and in sUl Temptations find Salvation 
in his Blood ; in this there can be no Deluiion : And 
whofoever is thus minded, however or whenever it bcr 
gan, is furely reconciled to God thro' his Son. '' 

Jir*vid Gradin (a Swide^ born in Dalecatiia) fpoke to 

thisPurpofc: 

** Before I was ten Years old, I had a lerious 
Senfe . of Religion, and great Fervour in Prayey. 
This was increased by my reading much in the Neiv 
Teftament ; but the more I read, the more eamefUy I 
cried out, " Either thefe Things are not trae, or wc 
are not Chrillians. " About fixteen my Senfe of Ro- 
ligion began to decline, by my too great Fondnefi for 
Learning, efpecially the Oriental Tongues, wherein I 
was inftru6led by a private Preceptor, who likewife did 
all that in him ky, to inffrufk me in Trae Divinity. 

At feventeen I went to the Uiliverfity of Uffal^ and 

ft Year or two after was Hoenfed to preach. But at 

twenty -two meeting with Amit*% true Chrifiianity, I 

found I jnyfelf was ^ot a Chriftian. Immediately I 

\th off preaching, and betook my felf wholly to Philo* 

fophy. This iltHed all my Convi^ona for fome Years j 

but when I was about twenty •iieven, they.revivedy> and 

coimnxit!^ the Year after, whep J was defired to he da - 

meHic Tatar to the Childrcii of the Scaexsccy of itat^ 

Inoivfdt I was contain fold under Sin, and «»»xms2^7 

^Sgledto burd the JBoDd^^p *tai (bcii^ Aoox^3MBVr"-« 
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Years old) I was unawares intangled in much worldly 
Bufmefs. This cool'd me in my Purfuit of Holinefs : 
Yet for a Year and a half my Heart was never at Peace. 
Being then in a Bookfeller's Shop, 1 faw the Account 
of tJie CJuirch at Hernhuth. I did not think there 
could be any fuch Place, and afkcd the Bookfeller, if 
that was a real Account ? His Anfwer, " That it was 
no more than the plain Truth, *' threw me into deep 
Thought, and fervent Prayer, that God would bring 
me to that Place. I went to the Secretary, and told 
him, " I did notdefign to (lay at Upfal^ having a Dc- 
fire to travel. " He laid, ** He had a Defire his Son 
fhould travel, and was glad of an Opportunity to fend 
him with me. " I was griev'd, but knew not how t6 
refufe any Thing to my Patron and Bencfadlor. Ac- 
cordingly we left Upfal together, and after a Year fpci;t 
in fcveral Parts of Germany^ went thro' Holland into 
France^ and fo to Paris, where we fpcnt another Year. 
But. I was more and more uneiify 'till I could be difcn- 
gagcd from my Charge, tliat I migiit retire to Hen?- 
hiith. In our Return from France,, my Pupil's elder 
Brother returning from Italy met us at Leipjtg, 1 inir 
mediately writ to his Father, and having obtained iiis 
Confent, delivered him into hib Hands. 

April 21, 1738. (N. S.) 1 came hither. Here I was 
as in another World. 1 defired nothing but to be 
cleanfed inwardly and outwardly from Sin, by the Blood 
of Jesus Christ. I found all here laying ihi ilime 
Foundation. Therefore, tho' I did not think v/itSi 
them in all Points of Dodlrine, I waved theic, and 
fmgly purfued Reconciliation witii God tUro'-Cif rist. 

On the 2 2d of May lad, I could think of nothing 
but, He that helievcth hath e^erlafting Life, But' I. was 
afraid of deceiving my felf, and continually pray'd I 
might not build without a Foundation. "Yet I had a 
fvvcet, fettled Peace, and for five Days this Scripture 
was ahv^iys in my Thoughts. On the 28th thofe Words 
of our Lord were as Ibongly impreft upon me, •^' If

I. The Officers are, i . The EJdefi of the whole 
Church ; befide whom, there is an Eldeft of every par- 
ticular Branch of it. There is aKb a diftin£t Eldeft over 
the young Men, and another over the Boys ; a Female 
Eldeft over the Women in general, and another over th^ 
unmarried, and another over the Girls. 2. The Teach- 
wrs^ who are four. 3. The UtlUrs (or Deacons)* 4. The 
C^^f^fTj (or Cef^ms) eleven m Number at Hembuth^ 
/'. The Mcm'urj, who are Eleven ViVLcwSfc. ^. TVi^ 
<^!&siiMKTs, Eleven alfo. 7. The AiUnini oux!tit^ViV> . 
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Seven in Number. Laftly, The Servants^ or Deaeona 
of the loweft Ordei*.

ir. The People of Hernhuth zre divided, i. Into 
.five Male Claffes, *v!z, the little Children, the middle 
Children, the big Children, the young Men, and the 
Married. The Females are divided in the fam^ Man- 
ner. 1, Into eleven Clafle^, according to the Honfes 
where they live ; and in each Clais is an Helper, an 
OverTeer, a Monitor, an Almoner and a Servant. 3. 
Into about ninety Bands, each of which meets twice at 
Jeaft, but moft of them three Tunes a Week, To coft" 
ftfs their Faults one to another^ and fray fir one another^ 
that they may be healed. 

III. The Rulers of the Church, 1. /. The Elders, 
Teachers, Helpers, (aH chofen by the Congregation) 
Jiave a Conference every Week, purely concerning the 
■ State of Souls, and another concerning the Inftitution of 
Youlh. Befide which, they have one every Day, con- 
cerning outward Things relating to the Church. 

The Ovcrfeers, the Monitors, the Almoners, theAt- 
tenders on the Sick, the Servants, the School- Mailers", 
the young Men, and the Children, have likewife each a 
Conference once a Week, relating to their feveral Offi- 
ces and Duties. 

Once a Week alTo is a Conference for Strangers ; at 
which any Pcrfon maybe prefent, and propofe any Que- 
ftlon or Doubt, which he defires to have refolved. 

In Hemhuth Is taught Reading, Writing, Arithmc- 
tick, Latin, Greets Hehrrw, French, Engli/hy Hittory 
And Geograpliy. 

There is a Latin, French, and an Englijh Le6hire 
every Day, as well as an Hiftorical and Geographical 
.one. On Monday, Wedntfday, Friday, and Saturday h 
the Hebrew Ledure i the Greek on Tue/day and Thurf- 

day- 

In the Orfhan-Houfey the larger Childvcn rife at Five 
(the fmaller, between Five and Six.) Aftet a.Uwi^R.^^v- 
▼ate Fxzytx they work 'tSLV Sevttv. HlVw. ^«^ -ml^ "^s. 
Qhook . 'till Eight, thLft HoMii ol ^Tvi«^ ^^^ 
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thofe who arc capable of it Icanv Latin^ at Ten trench ^ 
At Eleven they walk. At Twelve they dine altoge- 
ther, and work 'till One. At One they work or learn 
Writing ; at Three Arithmetick j at Four Hiftory ; at 
Five they work ; at Six Sup and work ; at Seven, after 
a Time fpent in Prayer, Walk ; at Eight the finaller 
Children go to Bed, the larger to the Publick Service. 
When this is ended, they work again, 'till (at Ten) 
they go to Bed. 

IV. Every Morning at Eight in Singing and Expa- 
iition of Scripture ; and commonly a fhort Prayer. 

At Eight in the Evening, there is conunonly only 
mental Prayer, join'd with the Singing and Expound- 
ing. 

The Faithful afterwards fpcnd a Quarter of an Hour 
in Prayer, and conclude with the^Kils of Peace. 

On 5«//</^y> Morning the Service begins at Six; at 
Nine the Publick Service at Bertholdsdorf. At One the 
Eldeft gives feparate Exhortations to all the Members of 
the Church, divided into fourteen little Claffes for diat 
Purpofe, fpending about a Quarter of an Hour with 
.each Clafs. At Four begins the Evening Service at 
Bertholdsdorf^ clofed by a Conference in the Chtirch. 
At Eight is the ufual Service ; after which the young 
Men, fmging Praifes round the Town, conclude the 
Day. 

On the firft Saturday in the Month, the Lord's Sup- 
per is adminiflred. From Ten in the Morning 'till 
Two, the Eldeft fpeaks with each Communicant in pri^ 
vate, concerning the State of his Soul. At Two they 
dine ; then wafh one anothers Feet, after which they 
fing and pray. About Ten they receive in Silence 
without any Ceremony, and continue in Silence 'till 
they part at Twelve. 

On the fecond Saturday is the folemn Prayer-Day for

,ccflion and Thankfgiving : And on the fourth, is the 

^rcat Monthly Coni'erence of all the Superiors of the

I. ^T^HEY have a Senior, or Eldaft, who is to aSS 
JL the Church by his Coanfel and Prayers, and 
to determine what ftiall be done in Matters of Impor- 
tance. Of him is required, that he be well cxperiencM 
in the Things of God, and witncfs'd to by all for Ho- 
linefs of Converfation. 

2. They haye Deacons, or Helpers, who are in the 
private AfiTcmblies, to inftrud ; To take Cajf* that out- 
ward Things be done decently and in order; and to fet 
th^ every Member of the Church grows in Grace, and 
msiks fuitable to his holy Calling. 

J. The Paftor^ or Teacher, is to be an Overfeer of 
the whole Flock, and cxciy Perfon therein ; to Baptize 
the Children ; diligently to form their Minds, and bring 
Xhem op in the Nurture and AJmomtion eftheL&rii When 
iie finds in them a fincere Love of the CroTs, 'then to reu 
•ceivip them into th^ Church: To adminifter the Supper 
of the LoKD : To join in Marriage thofe who are already 
married to Christ: To reprove, admonifh, quicken^ 
'comfort, as need requires: To declare the whole Coun- 
sel of God : Taking heed at all Times, to fpeak as the 
Oracles of God, and agreeably to the Analogy of Faith: 
■To bury thofe who have died in the Lord, and to keep 
that isHt which is committed to his Charge, even the 
pure Dodlrine and Apoftolical Difciplinc which we have 
received from our Fore-fiithcrs. 

4. We have alfo another Sort of Deacons who take 
Care that nothing be wanting to the Orphan-Hsufe, the 
Poor, the Sick, and the Strangers. Others again there 
are, who are peculiarly to take Care of the Sick ; and 
Others, of the Poor. And two of theCe ^s^ \!c«x.^'c^ 
• with the publick Stock, axud Vee^ l>«fta^TwV^ ^S. -i^^Cica*. 

■&/ecei?ed or expended* ^>5y 
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5- There are Women who perform each of the a- 
bovementioned Offices, among thofe of their own Sex : 
For none of the Men converfe with them, befide the 
Eldefl, the Teacher, and one, or fometimcs two of the 
Deacons. 

6! Towards Magiflrates, whether of a Superior or 
Inferior Rank, we bear the greateft Reverence. W^ 
chearfuUy fubmit to their Laws ; and even when many 
of us have been fpoil'd of their Goods, driven out of 
their Houfes, and every Way opprefl by them, yet they 
refilled them not, neither opening their Mouths, nor 
lifting up their Hand againft them. In all Things which 
do not immediately concern the inward, fpiritual Kingdom 
ofCHRisT, we fimply, and without contradidting, obej 
the higher Powers. But with regard to Confcience, the 
Liberty of this we cannot fuffer to be any Way limited 
or infringed. And to this Head }h'^'sefer whatever dire6Uy 
and in itfelf tends to hinder the Salvation of Souls : Or, 
Whatfoever Things Christ and his Holy Apoftles (who 
we know meddled not with outward worldly Things) 
took charge of, and performed, as necellary for the 
conftituting and well-ordering of his Church. In thefe 
Things we acknowledge no Head but Christ ; and 
are determined, God being our Helper, to give up not 
only our Goods (as we did Before) but Life itfelf ra^ 
ther than this Liberty which God hath given us. 

7. As it behoves all Chriftians, not to be Slothful in 
Bufinefs, but diligently to attend the Works of their 
Calling ; there are Perfons chofen by the Church, to 
fnperintend all thofe who are employed in outward Bu- 
finefs. And I>y this Means alfo, many Things are pre- 
vented which might otherwife be an Occafioa of Of- 
fence. 

8. We have alfo Cenfors and Monk or s. In thoCb 
Experience and Perfpicacity ; in thefe Wifdom and 
Modefty are chiefly required. The G/j/^rjiignify what 
they obferve (and they obferve the fmallcft Things) 
either to the Deacons or Momtors, Some Monitors there 

£ire, whom all know to be fuch ; others who are fecret-

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9- The Charch is fo divided, that firfl the Huibands, 
then the Wivds, then the Widows, then the Maids, 
then tlie young Men, then the Boys, then the Girls, 
and lallly the litttle Children, are in fo many diftindi 
Clafles : Each of which is daily vifited, the married 
Men by a married Man, the Wives by a Wife, and To 
of the reft *. Thefe larger are alfo (now) divided into 
near Ninety fmaller Clad'es or Bands, over each of 
which one prefides who is of the greateft Ex^erien'ce. 
All thefe Leaders meet the Senior every Week, and lay 
open to him and to the Lord, whatsoever hinders or 
furthers the Work of God, in the Souls committed to 
their Charge. 

10. In the Year 1727, four and twenty Men and 
as many Women agreeeh; That each of them would 
fpend an Hour in every i)ay, in praying to God for 
his Blcfllng on his People j and for this Purpofe both 
the Men and Women chofe a Place, where any of their 
own Sex who were in Diflrcfs, might be prefent with 
them. The fame Number of unmarried Women, of 
unmarried Men, of Boys, and of Girls, were after- 
wards, at their Dcfirc, added to them ; who pour out 
their Souls before God, not only for their own Bre- 
thren, but alfo for other Churches and Perfons, that 
have defired to be mentioned in their Prayers. And 
this perpetual Interceflion has never cealed Day or 
N ight, fmce its firft Beginning. 

1 1 . And as the Members of the Church are divided, 
according to their refpedive States und Sexes ; fo they 
are alfo, with regard to. their Proficiency in the Kow- 
ledgc of G CD. Some arc dead, feme quickened by die 
Spirit of God: Of thefe, fome again are untradable, 
fonie diligent, fome zealou*, burning with their full 
Love; lome Babes, and fome young Men. Thofe who 
are ilill iicad, are vifilkd every Day. And of the Babes 
in Christ efpccial Care is taken alfo, that they may 
be daily infptdcd and aflillcd to grow in Grace, and in 
the Knowledge of our Lord Jesus.

Befide 
whifch, feyeral experienced PerfCiS are appointed to con- 
fult with the Parents, touching the Education of the 
other Children. In teaching them Cliriftiamty, we 
make ufe of Luther* s Catechii'm, and fludy the amend- 
ing tiieir Wills as well as Underftanding; finding by 
•Ejq)erience, that when their Will is moved, they often 
learn more in a few Hours, than otherwife in many 
Months. Our little Children we inftrud chiefly by 
Hymns ; whereby we find the moft important Truths 
moll fuccef&fuly iniinuated into their Minds. 

1 3 . We highly reverence Marriage, as greatly con- 
ducive to the Kingdom of Christ. But neither our 
young Men nor Women enter into it till they alTuredly 
{aiow, they are married to Christ. When any know 
it is the Will of God, that they fhould change their 
$tate, both the Man and Woman are placed for a 
Time, with fome married Perfons, who inflrudl them 
how to behave, fo that their married Life may be 
plealing to God. Then their Defign is laid before the 
whole Church, and after sflbout fourteen Days, they are 
folemnly joined, tho' not pjlxqrwife habited, than they 
{ire at other Times. If ffley make any Entertainment 
(which is not always] they, invite only a few intimate 
iViends, by whofe faithful Ai^onitions they may be 
the better prepared to beartheitCrofs and fight the good 
Fight of Faith. If any Woman is with Child, not only 
efpccial Mention is made of her in the publick Prayers, 
but (he is alfo exhorted in private, wholly to give herfelf 
up into the Hands of her faithful Creator. As fobn as 
a Child is bora. Prayer is made for it, and if it may be, 
it is baptiz'd in tlie Prefence of the whole Church. Be- 
fore it is wean'd, it is bi0ught into the Afiembly on tlie 
Lord's Days. 

1 4. Whoever either of the Male or Female Children, 
feek God with their whplc Heart, know * their Sins 

are forgiven, and ol>ey the Tiiith, are not ufed to be

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much incited to come to the Lord^s Sapper, neither 
are they forbidden fo to do, if they defire it. We think 
it enough, to teach our Children juft Conceptions^ of it, 
and the Difference between this Food of the Soul, and 
that Milk which they every Day receive of Christ. 
They then publickly declare, the Sentiments of their 
Hearts concerning it. They are afterwards examined 
both in private by the Paftor, and alfo inpublick: And 
then, after an Exhortation by the Senior , are by him 
thro' laying on of Hands, added to the Church and con* 
fiittCd, The fame Metnod is ufed with thofe who re- 
nounce the Papal SuperfUtions, or who are turn'd from 
the Service of Satan to God; and that, if they defire 
it, altho' they are not young ; yea, tho' they are well 
(hicken in Years. 

15. Once or twice a Month, either at Bertboldsdorfy 
or if it may be, at Hembtah^ all the Church receives 
the Lord's Supper. It cannot be expreft how greatly 
the Power of God is then prel'ent among us. A general 
Confeflion of Sins is made by one of the Brethren in the 
Name of all. Then a few folid Quefiions are aik'd ; 
which when they have anfwer'd, the Abfolution or Re- 
miffion of Sins is either pronounced to all in General, or 
confirmed to every particular Perfon, by the laying on 
cf Hands. The Seniors firft receive; then the reft in 
Order, without any Regard had to worldly Dignity, in 
this, any more than in any other of the folemn Offices 
of Religion. After receiving all the Men (and fo the 
Women) meet together, to renew their Covenant with 
God, to fcek his Face, and exhort one another to the 
Patience of Hope and the Labour of Love. 

16. They have a peculiar Efteem for Lots, and ac- 
cordingly ufe them both in publick and private, to de« 
cide Points of Importance, when the Reafons brought 
on each Side, appear to be of equal Weight. And 
they believe this to be then the only Way, of wholly 
fetting aiide their own Will, of acquitting themfelvet 
of all Blame, and clearly knowing what is the Will of - 
God. 

17. At eight in the Monvm^, «rA vft. ^^"^-^^wssss^ 
we meet to pray to and praVCe Gqt>« ^^ ^ ^^^^^^ 
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hear the Holy Scriptures : The Time we ufually ipend 
in Sleep, is from eleven at Night 'till four in the Morn- 
ing. So that allowing three Hours a Day for taking 
the Food both of our Bodies and Souls, there remain 
fxxteen for Work. And this Space thofe who are in 
Health fpend therein^ with all Diligence and Faithfiil- 
nefs. 

18. Two Men keep Watch every Night in the 
Streets, as do two Women, in the Women's Apart* 
ment : That they may pour out their Souls for thofe 
that deep ; and by their Hymns raife the Hearts of any 
who are awake to God. 

19. For the further flirring up the Gift which is in 
us, fometimes we have publick, fometimes private 
Love-Feaib : At which we take a moderate Refit- 
ment, with Gladnefs and Singlenefs of Heart, and the 

- Voice of Praife and Thankfgiving. 

.20. If ^y Man among us, having been often ad • 
tnonifhM, and long forbom, perfifb in walking unwor- 
thy of his Holy Calling, he is no longer admitted to 
the Lord's Supper. If he ftill continues in his F'ault, 
hating to be reformed, the laft Step is, publickly, and 
often in the Midft of many Prayers and Tears, to cafl 
him out of our Congrc^tion, But great is our Joy, 
if he then fee the Err* of htt Ways, fo that we may- 
receive him artong us again. 

2 1 . Moil of our Brethren and Sifters, have in fome 
Part of their Life, experienced Holy Mourning and 
Sorrow of Heart ; and have afterwards been afTured, 
that there was no more Condemnation for theniy being pa/- 
• fed from Death unto Life. They are therefore fer fiom 
fearing to die, or defiring to live on Earth ; knowing 
that to them To die is Gain, and being confident that 
they are the Care of Him, whofe are the IJ/ites of Life 
avd Death. Wherefore they depart as out of one 
Cliamber hito another. And after the Soul has left its ' 
Habitation, /heir Remains are depofited in the Earth, 
appointed for that Purpofe. And the Survivors are 
greatly comforted, and rejoice over them, with a yoy
